New  Yorkers  Protest 
Lesbian  Bars’  Loss 
Of  Liquor  Licenses

NEW  YORK  —  About  125  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  picketed  the 
New  York  State  Liquor  Authority 
(SLA)  offices  at  250  Broadway  on 
November  10  to  protest  the  Auth¬ 
ority’s  revocation  of  liquor 
licenses  at  two  popular  lesbian 
bars.  One  of  those  bars,  the 
Duchess,  will  close  on  November 
19  due  to  a  lack  of  business,  ac¬ 
cording  to  activists  at  the  protest 
and  rally. 

The  demonstrators,  most  of 
whom  were  women,  filed  back 
and  forth  behind  police  barricades 
across  the  street  from  the  modern 
glass  and  steel  building,  shouting, 
“You’re  racist,  sexist,  anti-gay! 
S-L-A,  go  away!”  Office  workers 
leaving  the  downtown  commercial 
district  for  the  day  stopped  to 
watch  the  event  and  listen  to 
speakers.  The  site  of  the  protest 
was  only  yards  from  City  Hall, 
and  about  30  police  officers  told 
passers-by  to  “keep  moving,  clear 
the  sidewalk.” 

The  Duchess  and  the  Deja  Vu, 
both  lesbian  bars  located  near 
Washington  Square  Park  in 
Greenwich  Village,  were  visited  by 
officers  from  the  police  depart¬ 
ment’s  Morals  Squad  last  Septem¬ 
ber  8.  At  the  Duchess,  police  ar¬ 
rested  and  handcuffed  two  em¬ 
ployees  and  confiscated  cash 
registers,  receipts  and  liquor.  The 
State  Liquor  Authority  charges 
that  the  bars  have  discriminated 
against  men  and  that  they  have 
been  operating  illegally  since  last 
January.  It  was  at  that  time  that 
the  US  Supreme  Court  refused  to 
hear  an  appeals  case  brought  by 
the  owner  of  the  Duchess,  Shabtai 
Harari,  and  the  licenses  were  re¬ 
voked  by  the  SLA.  Both  bars  con¬ 
tinued  to  serve  alcoholic  beverages 
until  summonses  were  issued  to 
raid  the  premises  last  August. 

At  the  rally,  marchers  heard 
supportive  statements  from  sev¬ 
eral  members  of  the  New  York 
City  Council,  including  Henry 
Stern,  Miriam  Friedlander,  Ruth 


Messinger  and  Carolyn  Maloney. 
Activists  from  the  two  sponsoring 
organizations,  Lesbian  Feminist 
Liberation  and  the  Coalition  for 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  (CLGR), 
also  addressed  the  crowd. 

“Reverse  discrimination  is  a 
contradiction  in  terms,  like  mili¬ 
tary  intelligence  or  business 
ethics,”  said  Mark  Green  of  the 
Democracy  Project,  a  progressive 
research  group.  “Only  someone 
who  has  power  can  discriminate.” 

Nicky  DeCurtis,  owner  of  the 
Deja  Vu,  said,  “We’ve  had  on¬ 
going  lesbian  bars  in  this  city  for 
the  past  ten  years.  Why,  after  ten 
years  of  business,  has  the  SLA 
decided  to  prosecute  now?  Why, 
in  our  case,  was  there  no  warning 
that  the  police  would  raid?” 
Shouted  a  woman  from  the  picket 
line,  “Because  they’re  anti-gay!” 

Spectators  seemed  aware  of  the 
issue  and  supportive  of  the 
demonstrators,  with  a  few  excep¬ 
tions.  “Don’t  you  listen  to  those 
lesbians,”  said  a  black  woman 
who  stopped  to  harangue  the 
crowd.  “They’re  running  the 
SLA.  What  more  do  those  les¬ 
bians  want?  They  control  every 
damn  thing  they  want  now.” 

But  an  elderly,  well-dressed 
woman  told  GCN,  “Let  them 
have  a  place.  Why  shouldn’t  they? 
It  keeps  them  off  the  streets.  Only 
those  macho  men  who  come  in 
from  New  Jersey  on  the  weekends 
would  go  in  to  disrupt  things. 

“I  live  in  the  Village,”  said  the 
woman.  “I  know  what’s  going  on. 
I  knew  there  was  going  to  be  a 
demonstration,  but  I  didn’t  know 
it  was  today.  I  just  came  down¬ 
town  to  do  my  banking.” 

One  black  woman  who  stopped 
to  watch  the  protest  said,  “I  work 
right  here  in  the  same  building, 
but  I  didn’t  know  the  SLA  was 
here,  too.”  The  woman  told  GCN 
she  regularly  partronized  both  the 
Duchess  and  the  Deja  Vu  and  had 
not  been  harassed  at  either  bar 
because  of  her  race. 

About  30  people  clustered  near 


the  end  of  the  picket  line  when  a 
news  truck  from  the  local  NBC  af¬ 
filiate  arrived.  Betty  Santoro,  a 
spokesperson  for  CLGR,  told 
WNBC’s  Anna  Bond  that  “the 
men  we  want  to  keep  out  are 
straights  who  come  in  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  harassing  and  abusing 
lesbians.  We  have  no  problems 
with  gay  men  who  want  to  come  in

BOSTON  —  For  the  first  time 
in  this  state,  a  judge  has  recog¬ 
nized  that  laws  prohibiting  the  in¬ 
vasion  of  a  person’s  privacy  may 
protect  employees  from  discrimin¬ 
ation  on  the  basis  of  sexual 
preference. 

In  a  case  involving  a  gay  man 
who  was  fired  from  his  executive 
position  at  the  world  headquarters 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  Scientists, 
Suffolk  County  Superior  Court 
Judge  William  Young  turned 
down  the  church’s  motion  to  dis¬ 
miss  a  breach  of  contract 
complaint. 

In  so  doing,  the  judge  has  im¬ 
plied  that  the  church  may  have 
breached  their  contract  with  Jim 
Ogan,  a  36-year  old  budget  and 
cost  analyst,  by  violating  a  statute 
which  protects  Massachusetts  citi¬ 
zens  from  “serious  and  unreason¬ 
able”  invasion  of  privacy.” 

It’s  very  significant  that  the 
judge  chose  not  to  dismiss  all  our 
complaints,”  said  Cindy  Rizzo, 
Ogan’s  attorney. 

The  judge  did  agree  with  the 
church’s  lawyers  that  Ogan’s 
other  two  complaints  —  alleging 
emotional  stress  and  “wrongful 
termination”  —  should  be 
dismissed. 

Church  attorneys  must  now  file 
with  the  court  a  response  to  the 
complaint  which  the  judge  sus¬ 
tained. 

Unless  the  church  “throws 
more  obstacles  in  our  way,”  said 
Rizzo,  the  court  will  probably  em¬ 
power  her  to  take  depositions 
from  church  officials  and  employ¬ 
ees  in  a  few  months. 

Ogan,  who  said  he  is  “thrilled” 
at  Youngs’  decision,  said  he 


“can’t  wait  until  the  depositions 
are  underway.  All  those  gray-hair¬ 
ed  old  ladies  will  be  so  upset  when 
they  have  to  talk  about  —  oh!  — 
homosexuals.” 

At  the  time  of  his  firing  last 
March,  Ogan  had  worked  for  the 
church  for  nine  years  and  was 
handling  millions  of  dollars  of 
church  funds  annually  in  his  cap¬ 
acity  as  budget  and  cost  analysis 
supervisor  for  the  buildings  and 
grounds  division.  Ogan  was  fired 
because  he  lied,  according  to  a 
memo  written  by  Dale  Lang,  the 
manager  of  buildings  and  grounds 
division.  Ogan  had  said  he  had 
talked  to  his  spiritual  advisor 
about  his  association  with  gays  in 
a  theater  group  when  in  fact  he 
had  not. 

Ogan  maintains  he  was  fired  be¬ 
cause  church  officials  believed  he 
is  gay.  Since  job  discrimination  on 
the  basis  of  sexual  preference  is 
not  prohibited  in  Massachusetts, 
Rizzo  intends  to  show  that  the 
church  is  guilty  of  violating  an 
employees’  privacy  rather  than 
that  they  fired  him  because  he  is 
gay. 

Rizzo  maintains  that  the  church 
violated  Ogan’s  privacy  rights 
when  they  objected  to  his  involve¬ 
ment  in  a  theater  group  in  which 
his  lover  and  other  gay  men  are  in¬ 
volved.  “They  told  him, ‘You  will 
be  judged  by  the  company  you 
keep.’  His  activities  away  from  his 
job  were  none  of  their  business. 
His  job  had  nothing  to  do  with 
church  doctrine  and  nothing  to  do 
with  the  public.” 

Ogan,  who  is  now  working  as  a 
manual  laborer  in  a  bakery  supply 
company  at  half  the  salary  he

Washington  Police  Raid 
Office  of  Gay  Magazine

WASHINGTON  —  Police  here 
have  raided  the  office  of  a  gay 
erotic  magazine  and  the  home  of 
the  magazine’s  publisher  in  what 
they  describe  as  an  investigation 
of  child  pornography. 

Police  confiscated  magazines, 
photographs  and  business  records 
from  the  office  of  Stars  magazine 
when  they  raided  it  on  the  after¬ 
noon  of  November  1  and  took 
additional  magazines  and  photo¬ 
graphs  later  that  day  from  the 
apartment  of  Stars  publisher  and 
editor  Glenn  Turner. 

No  arrests  were  made  in  the  raid 
and  no  charges  have  been  filed. 
Detective  Joseph  Haggerty  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  police  told 
GCN  the  confiscated  material  and 
the  results  of  further  investiga¬ 
tions  may  later  be  presented  to  a 
grand  jury. 

Turner  said  he  doubts  that  any 
criminal  charges  will  result  from 
the  raid. 

Haggerty  said  that  since  the 
magazine  is  mailed  to  subscribers 
and  is  distributed  in  other  states, 
federal  authorities  may  become 
involved  in  the  case. 

In  a  telephone  interview  with 
GCN,  Turner  contradicted  a  re¬ 
port  in  the  Washington  Blade 
which  said  lists  of  subscribers  were

“The  notion  that  one  can  choose  to  be  flexible 
about  sexual  preference  tends  to  be  threatening  to 
confirmed  straights,  even  those  who  are  liberal  about 
‘one  day’  gay  people— who  feel  gays  were  probably 
born  that  way  . . .  [T]he  mainstream  women’s  move¬ 
ment— another  potential  ally— is  sometimes  similarly 
queasy  about  word  getting  out  to  the  New  Right  that, 
yes,  feminism  can  turn  you  into  a  lesbian. 

“But  the  political  lesbian  holds  up  an  interesting 
mirror  to  gender  relations  in  society  as  a  whole.  For 
one  thing,  there  is  no  comparable  male  pf  enomenon. 
Men  who  are  angry  at  women  may  react  with  im¬ 
potence  or  machismo,  but  rarely  with  elective 
homosexuality.  Nordostraightadult  men  typically  ex¬ 
pand  or  explore  their  brotherly  feelings  by  going  to 
bed  with  one  another.”

lesbian  and  gay  couples  may  benefit 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  here  has  voted  that  lesbian  and  gay 
municipal  workers  and  their  lovers  should  get  the 
same  benefits  as  married  couples. 

The  plan  would  allow  unmarried,  unrelated  people 
who  “share  the  common  necessities  of  life”  to  file  a 
sworn  statement  declaring  “they  are  each  other’s 
principal  domestic  partner.”  The  plan  would  benefit 
unmarried  heterosexual  city  employees  as  well. 

“  Lesbians  and  gay  men  are  just  as  capable  of  en¬ 
during  relationships  as  any  person  on  the  face  of  the 
earth,”  said  Supervisor  Harry  Britt,  the  author  of  the 
proposal. 

The  three-member  Civil  Service  and  General  Ad¬ 
ministration  Committee  made  a  unanimous  recom¬ 
mendation  to  the  full  board  that  the  proposal  become 
city  policy.  It  needs  the  support  of  six  out  of  eleven 
supervisors  when  it  comes  up  for  a  vote  on  November 
22.  Once  passed  by  the  board,  the  mayor  must  sign  it 
within  ten  days  if  it  is  to  become  law. 

Officials  from  the  city’s  health  system  and  the 
hospitals  and  health  care  organizations  that  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  city’s  insurance  plan  opposed  the 
proposal. 

In  a  seperate  action,  the  San  Francisco  Retire¬ 
ment  Board  recommended  that  survivor  benefits  be 
awarded  to  Scott  Smith,  the  lover  of  slain  Supervisor 
Harvey  Milk.  The  board,  whose  decisions  must  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  state,  —  voted  three  to  one  that  Smith  is 
entitled  to  a  $5,500  settlement. 


court  approves  sex  ed 

WASHINGTON  —  The  US  Supreme  Court  has 
signaled  state  legislatures  that  they  may  require  sex 
education  in  public  schools. 

The  court  gave  its  approval  to  a  mandatory  “fami¬ 
ly  life”  program  in  New  Jersey  schools  over  strong 
protest  by  parents  who  contend  that  the  program  is  a 
form  of  “secular  humanism”  and  as  such  violates 
their  fundamentalist  religious  beliefs. 

The  program  does  not  raise  a  “substantial  ques¬ 
tion  ’  under  the  constitution,  said  the  high  court.  The 
fact  that  the  court  made  this  statement  rather  than 
simply  bypassing  the  appeal  without  comment  im¬ 
plies  its  strong  approval  of  the  New  Jersey  Supreme 
Court  ruling  that  the  sex  ed  requirement  does  not  in¬ 
terfere  with  religious  freedom. 

Now  other  states  seeking  to  curb  rising  rates  of 
teenage  pregnancy  will  probably  use  the  New  Jersey 
law  as  a  model.  The  law  states  that  a  parent  who  ob¬ 
jects  on  religous  or  moral  grounds  to  the  mandatory 
program  can  have  his  or  her  child  exempted  by  send¬ 
ing  a  note  to  the  school. 

Members  of  a  group  called  the  Coalition  of  Con¬ 
cerned  Parents  objected  to  the  part  of  the  program  re¬ 
quiring  discussion  of  “the  advantages  and  disad¬ 
vantages  of  becoming  sexually  active  at  an  early  age.” 
This  approach,  they  said,  was  advocating  “scan- 
dolous  behavior.”

BOSTON  —  A  discussion  group  for  parents  of 
lesbians  and  gays  is  being  sponsored  by  Jewish  Fam¬ 
ily  and  Children’s  Service. 

The  group  meets  for  a  five-  to  six-week  period,  is 
led  by  professionals  on  the  staff  and  “offers  a  sup¬ 
portive  atmosphere”  for  participants.

old  girls  are  campaigning 

Women  sought  elective  office  in  record  high 
numbers  this  year,  according  to  journalist  Nancy  J. 
Schwerzler  of  the  Baltimore  Sun. 

“What  they  may  lack  in  support  from  traditional 
sources  of  help  for  male  candidates  they  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  make  up  for  through  a  burgeoning  ‘old  girl  net¬ 
work’  that  gives  them  contributions,  endorsements, 
fundraising  lists  and  campaign  organizing  expertise,” 
writes  Schwerzler. 

Political  history  was  made  last  month  when  486 
women  dished  out  $100  apiece  to  attend  a  luncheon 
for  congressional  candidate  Barbara  Boxer  at  a  ritzy 
San  Francisco  hotel;  the  event  was  the  largest  cam¬ 
paign  fundraiser  ever  held  by  women  for  a  woman. 

“Men  are  used  to  making— and  getting— that 
level  of  contributions,”  said  Jana  Hiehl,  a  Boxer  aide. 
“Now  we  feel  there’s  a  substantial  amount  of  money 
among  women  for  women.” 

Missouri  state  Senator  Harriett  Woods  out-fund¬ 
raised  a  male  banker  who  had  the  backing  of  the  party 
hacks  for  the  Democratic  nomination  for  US  Senator. 
The  “old  boys”  did  not  believe  she  could  raise  the 
funds. 

According  to  Woods’  aides,  once  they  jumped  on 
the  direct  mail  bandwagon,  funds  rolled  in  from 
across  the  country.  “But  we’ve  also  got  a  good  core  of 
volunteers  from  local  labor,  education  and  senior  citi¬ 
zens  organizations,”  said  a  Woods  aide  Judy  Roman, 
“not  just  women’s  groups.” 


dignity,  integrity  vs.  corporate  image 

LOUISVILLE,  KY  —  Given  a  choice  between 
keeping  his  job  as  a  bank  manager  and  his  position  as 
president  and  lay  minister  of  the  local  Dignity/Integ¬ 
rity  chapter,  Samuel  Dorr  recently  left  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Louisville. 

Dorr  has  since  had  to  rent  his  house  and  sell  vari¬ 
ous  possessions. 

Dorr  has  filed  a  complaint  against  the  bank,  his 
employer  for  20  years,  with  the  Equal  Employment 
Opportunity  Commission  and  is  considering  filing  a 
lawsuit,  according  to  the  Advocate.  Some  local 
depositors  at  the  First  National  have  closed  their 
accounts  there  in  protest.  Louisville  Gay  and  Lesbian 
United  is  planning  a  boycott  and  picket  of  the  bank 
and  the  editors  of  News  of  the  Columbus  Gay  and  Les¬ 
bian  Community  have  urged  its  readers  to  withdraw 
their  money  from  the  bank. 

A  bank  spokesperson,  Jodie  Goldberg,  said  Dorr 
was  fired  because  the  employee  policy  manual  states 
that  “in  no  case  will  an  officer  engage  in  any  outside 
activity  which  may  reasonably  subject  the  bank  to 
criticism  or  adverse  publicity.”  Dorr’s  involvement  in 
a  gay  organization  would  have  “a  negative  impact  on 
our  corporate-affairs  image,”  said  Goldberg,  since, 
she  believes,  most  people  oppose  gay  rights. 

The  bank  sees  “no  need”  to  exceed  the  EEOC 
guidelines,  which  do  not  prohibit  discrimination  on 
the  basis  of  sexual  orientation. 

Dorr  commented,  “Bankers  aren’t  known  for  their 
liberalism.” 


child  porn  may  be  banned 

WASHINGTON  —  The  city  council  here  will  take 
a  final  vote  on  a  bill  that  would  outlaw  the  production 
and  distribution  of  materials  depicting  children 
engaging  in  sexual  conduct,  whether  or  not  the  mater¬ 
ial  fits  the  legal  definition  of  obscenity. 

The  measure  was  unanimously  approved  by 
voice  vote  in  mid-October,  the  Washington  Post 
reports. 

Council  member  John  Ray  said  use  of  children 
for  sexual  materials  is  “a  form  of  child  abuse.” 

Neither  the  District’s  “sex  offense  laws  nor  the 
obscenity  laws  fully  cover  all  conceivable  situations 
involving  the  production  of  visual  material  depicting 
explicit  sexual  conduct  by  children,”  stated  the  com¬ 
mittee  report. 

As  the  laws  now  stand,  it  is  illegal  in  the  District 
to  show  legally  obscene  material  to  children,  but  not 
necessarily  illegal  to  “have  the  same  child  pose  while 
engaging  in  sexually  explicit  conduct,”  the  report 
said. 

If  the  bill  is  passed,  persons  convicted  for  the 
first  time  of  producing  or  distributing  porn  involving 
persons  under  the  age  of  16  or  inducing  them  to 
participate  in  its  production  would  be  subject  to  10 
years  in  jail  and  a  $15,000  fine. 

Last  summer,  the  US  Supreme  Court  upheld  a 
similar  New  York  state  law,  although  several  justices 
agreed  that  the  law  was  overbroad  (see  article  on 
Show  Me!  in  GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.  14). 


queer  preachers  okayed 

LOUISVILLE,  KY  —  Nothing  in  church  law  pro¬ 
hibits  lesbians  and  gay  men  from  being  ordained  to 
the  ministry,  concluded  the  Judicial  Council  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  at  its  meeting  here  last 
week. 

The  unanimous  ruling  was  the  response  of  the 
highest  judicial  body  of  the  9.6  million-member 
denomination  to  protest  from  churches  in  Texas, 
Georgia  and  Colorado  about  Bishop  Melvin  Wheat¬ 
ley’s  appointment  of  an  openly  gay  minister  to  the 
staff  of  a  congregation  in  Denver. 

The  issue  is  expected  to  create  more  controversy 
at  the  church’s  1984  General  Conference.  At  the  1980 
General  Conference,  a  proposal  that  would  have 
barred  homosexuals  from  the  denomination’s  clergy 
was  defeated.  When  the  Denver  appointment  was  first 
contested  last  spring,  a  lower  church  court  refused  to 
discipline  Bishop  Wheatley. 


fired,  dyke  sues  weapons  lab 

LIVERMORE,  CA  —  A  lesbian  who  was  recently 
fired  from  her  security  guard  post  at  the  Lawrence 
Livermore  Laboratory  is  suing  her  former  employer  for 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  her  sexual  preference. 

Cherie  Buckingham  is  seeking  $100,000  and  an 
injunction  against  the  lab  that  would  prohibit  per¬ 
sonnel  officials  from  similarly  discriminating  in  the 
future,  reports  the  Advocate. 

Buckingham  has  told  her  attorneys  at  the  Les¬ 
bian  Rights  Project  of  San  Francisco  that  her  security 
clearance  was  never  compromised,  that  she  was  pop¬ 
ular  with  her  co-workers  and  that  she  had  received 
several  good  evaluations  and  letters  of  commenda¬ 
tion  during  her  tenure  at  the  compound. 


We  at  the  GCN  Prisoner  Project  often  get 
letters  from  prisoners  who  are  really  being 
treated  rudely  (above  and  beyond  the  usual 
terrorism  of  the  prison  business)  because  of 
their  being  queer:  sexual  assaults,  denial  of  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  publications,  transfer  to  other 
prisons  when  they  try  to  file  protests.  It’s  a  frus¬ 
trating  experience  for  us  because,  to  begin 
with,  prisoners  are  often  hard  to  contact  (even 
by  mail!)  especially  at  times  when  the  prison  is 
harassing  them.  This  is  one  of  the  tools  of  the 
prison  trade:  what  the  folks  outside  don’t  know 
about  won’t  make  them  angry. 

But  prisoners  are  especially  hard  to  con¬ 
tact  and  support  from  long  distances.  Prison 
officials  in  Attica,  N.Y.,  and  Soledad,  Calif.,  are 
much  more  responsive  to  letters,  etc.,  from 
Buffalo/Rochester  and  San  Francisco  than  they 
are  to  letters  and  press  coverage  from  Boston. 
They’re  afraid  that  local  media  or  some  local 
group  or  lawyer  might  get  involved  and  burst 
their  net  of  secrecy  and  call  public  attention  to 
something  the  officials  want  to  keep  behind 
their  walls. 

So  we’re  going  to  try  to  put  together  some 
information  about  individuals,  groups,  media, 
etc.,  in  the  vicinity  of  prisons  where  we  have 
lesbian  or  gay  readers.  Any  information  of  this 
sort  that  you  might  have  is  of  interest  to  us.  For 
example,  information  about  individuals  who 
would  be  willing  on  a  now-and-then  basis  to 
write  a  letter  of  support  at  a  critical  moment  to 
a  prisoner  (not  necessarily  as  a  penpal,  just 
helping  out  in  a  hard  time  and  at  the  same  time 
letting  the  prison  officials  know  that  the  person 
does  have  some  contact  with  the  outside),  or 
maybe  a  letter  of  protest  to  a  warden  or  to  the 
local  media:  such  information  would  be  very 
helpful  in  critical  moments  for  these  incredibly 
vulnerable  people. 

Let  us  hear  from  you  so  we  can  begin  to 
compile  a  network  of  resources  in  the  vicinity  of 
each  prison  where  we  have  readers.  Any  inform¬ 
ation  at  all  (it  needn't  be  strictly  lesbian  or  gay 
resources)  would  be  appreciated,  as  would  any 
relevant  ideas  or  experience  you  want  to  add 
regarding  prisoner  support.

among  the  material  taken  in  the 

raid. 

The  four-year-old  magazine, 
which  is  published  six  times  a 
year,  contains  fiction,  humor, 
classified  advertisements  and 
photographs  of  young  men  in  the 
nude. 

According  to  Haggerty,  the 
search  was  based  on  signed  state¬ 
ments  from  juveniles  “who  had 


been  solicited  to  pose  for  the  mag¬ 
azine.”  But  Turner  denied  that 
minors  had  been  photographed 
for  Stars.  ‘‘To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,”  he  told  GCN ,  “we 
have  never  photographed  anyone 
under  18.”  Turner  added  that  his 
magazine  “goes  farther  than 
most”  in  requiring  models  to 
prove  that  they  are  of  age.  The 
Sto/wmasthead  includes  the  state¬ 
ment,  “All  models  are  at  least  18 


years  of  age.” 

Turner  added  that  except  for 
the  work  of  one  photographer  in 
New  York,  all  photographic  work 
for  the  magazine  is  done  by  its 
staff. 

Turner  attributed  the  raid  to  “a 
lot  of  overactive  glands  on  the 
part  of  the  police  department  in 
trying  to  climb  over  the  bones  of 
all  of  us  in  the  business  and  to  get 


themselves  some  attention.” 

The  Washington  Blade  reports 
that  Haggerty  had  claimed  in  an 
affidavit  that  a  police  informer 
who  visited  the  Stars  office  and 
Turner’s  apartment  saw  photo¬ 
graphs  of  young  men  he  knew  to 
be  underage.  The  informer,  Hag¬ 
gerty  claimed  had  supplied 
“reliable”  information  in  the  past 
on  homicide  and  narcotics  cases  in 
New  York,  Virginia  and  Florida. 


The  Blade  also  reports  that  a 
week  prior  to  the  raid  on  Stars 
police  had  searched  the  home  of  a 
Washington  man  they  claimed 
ivas  taking  photographs  of  minors 
to  sell  to  the  magazine.  The  man 
denied  that  the  photographs 
police  seized  in  the  search  were  of 
underage  models.  He  also  denied 
that  he  had  sold  photographs  to 
Stars.

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Boston  Activists  and  Groups  Receive  Awards

BOSTON  —  A  group  of  150 
lesbians,  gay  men  and  their  sup¬ 
porters  gathered  at  the  Boston 
YWCA  on  November  12  for  the 
first  annual  Community  Recogni¬ 
tion  Evening  Sponsored  by  the 
Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay  Political 
Alliance  (BLGPA).  As  those  in  at¬ 
tendance  partook  of  dessert  and 
coffee,  BLGPA  representatives 
spoke  of  the  gains  made  by  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  in  recent  years 
and  paid  tribute  to  five  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  organizations  whose  work 
helped  achieve  those  gains. 

“We’re  here  tonight  to  honor 
five  specific  organizations  and  in¬ 
dividuals,”  said  Eric  Rofes,  a 
member  of  the  BLGPA  steering 
committee,  “but  we  know  that 
everyone  here  does  a  whole  lot 
much  of  the  time  to  contribute  to 
the  strength  and  health  of  our 
community.  It’s  in  this  spirit  that 
we’re  holding  this  event.” 

The  evening  began  with  re¬ 


marks  by  BLGPA  representative 
Timothy  McFeeley. 

“The  Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Political  Alliance  is  a  group  of  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  who  believe 
that  participation  in  electoral  pol¬ 
itics  in  the  city  of  Boston  is  im¬ 
portant  in  the  move  to  secure  full 
legal  and  civil  rights  fci  our  com¬ 
munity,”  McFeeley  explained. 
“It’s  time  to  stop  watching  the 
political  banquet  being  consumed 
by  others  and  time  for  us  to  step 
into  line,  take  our  place  and  enjoy 
the  full  measure  of  participation 
in  that  political  process  and  elec¬ 
toral  effort.” 

First  among  the  five  awards 
given  was  the  Friend  of  the  Com¬ 
munity  Award,  presented,  accord¬ 
ing  to  BLGPA  representative  Ann 
Maguire,  to  a  person  or  organiza¬ 
tion  “who,  while  perhaps  not 
specifically  gay,  has  shown  strong 
and  active  support  for  our  com¬ 
munity.”  That  recognition  went 
to  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the 


Privacy.

earned  at  the  church,  is  seeking 
over  $20,000  in  compensation 
from  his  former  employer. 

“My  main  purpose  is  to  see 
something  on  the  books  that  will 
stop  the  church  from  doing  this  to 
anyone  else.  And  there  are  plenty 
of  gay  people  in  there  —  young 
and  old,  those  who  would  be  out 
if  it  was  safe  and  those  who  are 
strictly  closet.  The  church  has 
been  firing  them  for  years,  but 
they  just  took  their  severance  pay 
and  left  —  either  for  love  of 
Christian  Science  or  fear  of  ex¬ 
posure  because  they  were  married 
or  whatever.” 

Ogan  continued,  “If  they  had 
caught  me  in  a  tearoom  or  fooling 
around  in  the  office,  if  my  private 
life  had  been  interfering  with  my 
job  or  if  I  had  come  into  work 
with  a  black  eye  because  my  lover 
had  been  beating  me,  that  would 
have  been  one  thing.  But  I  kept 
my  private  life  out  of  my  work 
and  I  still  got  canned.” 

Ogan  said  that  one  way  he  is

and  see  a  friend.  The  Duchess  has 

had  all  kinds  of  incidents  of 

violence,  straight  men  who  bash  in 

the  windows  or  assault  the 

bouncer.” 

Activists  from  CLGR  vowed 
they  would  pressure  Governor- 
elect  Mario  Cuomo  to  appoint 
new  commissioners  to  the  State 
Liquor  Authority  who  would  be 
more  receptive  to  the  concerns  of 
lesbians  and  gay  men.  “It’s  time 
to  make  those  kinds  of  contacts,” 
said  spokesperson  Andy  Humm. 
However,  the  five  SLA  commis¬ 
sioners  are  appointed  for  seven- 
year  terms  and  only  the  term  of 
Commissioner  Edward  J. 
McLoughlan  expires  in  1983.  The 
other  commissioners  are  Terrence 
R.  Flynn,  Hugh  B.  Marius,  Fred¬ 
erick  T.  Pannozzo  and  Robert  E. 
Doyle.  The  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  SLA,  who  directs  the  daily 


church  is  to  “give  them  lots  of 
publicity.  They  hate  that.  Where¬ 
as  for  me,  I’ve  suffered  as  much 
as  I’m  going  to,  the  publicity  can’t 
hurt  me  any  more.” 

As  a  result  of  the  considerable 
attention  the  media  has  given  the 
case,  Ogan  has  received  only 
“supportive  encouraging  letters 
—  and  no  hate  mail,”  he  said. 

One  and  a  half  months  before 
Ogan  was  fired,  the  church  fired 
Chris  Madsen,  a  30-year-old  les¬ 
bian  journalist  who  had  just  com¬ 
pleted  seven  and  a  half  years  of 
service  to  the  Christian  Science 
Monitor.  Madsen  was  fired 
because  she  did  not  want  to 
“heal”  herself  of  her  lesbianism. 

Madsen  and  Ogan  are  the  first 
lesbian  and  gay  employees  fired 
by  the  church  who  have  protested 
the  institution’s  treatment  of 
homosexuals.  The  church  has  vo¬ 
ciferously  condemned  homosex¬ 
uals  for  15  years  and  has  fired 
many  lesbian  and  gay  male 
employees  recently,  according  to 
members  of  Gay  Christian  Scien¬ 
tists  of  Boston. 


business  of  the  organization,  is 
Lawrence  J.  Gedda. 

Contacted  by  GCN,  Gedda  pre- 
fered  not  to  make  a  statement  on 
the  issue.  But  Council  member 
Carol  Greitzer  told  GCN  about  a 
meeting  she  had  arranged  between 
Marius  and  Gedda  and  leaders  of 
the  lesbian  and  gay  community  on 
October  21.  “Hugh  Marius  is  a 
black  man  and  a  friend  of  mine,” 
said  Greitzer  in  a  telephone  inter¬ 
view.  “He  knows  what  discrimin¬ 
ation  is  all  about.  I  believe  him 
when  he  says  he  didn’t  know  the 
Duchess  was  operating  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  their  license  when  he  went 
to  visit  them.  But  he  issued  a  sum¬ 
mons  once  he  saw  their  license  had 
been  revoked. 

“What  our  meeting  focused  on 
was  the  various  ways  the  Duchess 
and  the  Deja  Vu  could  continue  to 
operate  as  women’s  bars,  ”  added 


National  Organization  for 
Women  for  its  work  in  advocating 
the  civil  rights  of  lesbians  and  gay 
men.  Janet  Ferone,  vice-president 
of  Boston  NOW,  accepted  for  her 
organization. 

The  Katharine  Lee  Bates  Cul¬ 
tural  Award,  named  for  the  les¬ 
bian  Wellesley  College  poet  and 
professor  and  author  of  the  words 
to  “America  the  Beautiful,”  went 
to  the  Boston  Gay  Men’s  Chorus 
for  its  organization  as  one  of  “the 
cultural  institutions  in  our  com¬ 
munity  that  are  not  afraid  to  say 
that  they  are  gay  institutions.” 
Quipped  chorus  director  Lee 
Ridgeway,  who  accepted  the 
award,  “I  guess  now  we  have  to 
make  ‘America  the  Beautiful’  our 
theme  song.”  Ridgeway  noted 
that  the  chorus  has  a  concert 
upcoming  on  December  12  at  8 
p.m.  at  the  Arlington  Street 
Church. 

Following  a  short  overview  of 
the  history  of  lesbian  and  gay  poli¬ 
tics  in  Boston,  moderators  Rofes 
and  Maguire  went  on  to  present 
the  David  P.  Brill  Memorial 
Award  named  in  honor  of  the  late 
GCN  political  reporter  whose 
death  occurred  three  years  ago. 
The  award,  said  Rofes,  “is  in¬ 
tended  to  honor  an  individual  or 
organization  that  has  successfully 
worked  to  improve  the  status  of 
lesbians  and  gay  men  in  this  city  in 
a  manner  that  David  Brill  would 
have  commended.  .  .  .  David  very 
much  believed  that  there  was 


much  to  be  gained  in  our  com¬ 
munity  through  work  in  main¬ 
stream  politics.  He  also  strived  to 
make  gay  politics  accessible  to 
people  throughout  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  and  frequently  would 
decry  a  split  he  observed  between 
bar  people  and  activists,  mainly 
because  David  believed  that  the 
right  to  enter  a  bar  and  meet  with 
other  gay  people  was  itself  a  pol¬ 
itical  activity.”  Rofes  presented 
the  award  to  Michael  Campbell, 
owner  of  Buddies,  a  Boston  gay 
bar  “that  acknowledges  the  many 
diversities  of  its  patrons  and  ful¬ 
fills  the  social,  political  and  finan¬ 
cial  needs  of  our  community.” 

BLGPA  representative  Chris 
Jackson  presented  the  Amelia 
Earhart  Social  Service  Award, 
named  after  the  pioneer  aviator 
and  settlement  house  worker,  to 
Susan  Rosen,  who  from  1977  to 
1980  worked  as  the  director  of 
Homophile  Community  Health 
Service  (now  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Counseling  Services). 

“There  were  times  during  the 
fifty  and  sixty  hour  weeks  that  I 
and  other  people  were  doing  at 
Homophile  when  l  worked  there 
that  I  would  stay  up  late  at  night 
and  be  working  away  and  had  the 
fantasy  that  some  day  some 
organization  would  do  this,” 
Rosen  said.  “Looking  around  I 
see  people  who  have  been  activists 
in  the  community  for  far  longer 
than  I  have  who  put  their  paid 
work,  their  volunteer  time,  their 


days,  their  nights,  into  an  effort  to 
make  available  more  happiness 
and  to  increase  the  chance  for  a 
good  and  just  life  for  lesbians  and 
gay  men.  It’s  impressive  to  see  the 
people  who  are  here  and  there  are 
probably  twenty  or  thirty  other 
people  in  the  room  who  could  all 
be  up  here  and  who  could  equally 
be  honored.” 

Finally,  Richard  Burns  of 
BLGPA  presented  the  F.O. 
Matthiessen  Community  Service 
Award,  named  for  the  Harvard 
professor,  political  activist  and 
founder  of  the  Civil  Liberties 
Union  of  Massachusetts,  to 
Boston  gay  attorney  John  Ward. 

“Those  of  you  who  have  been 
following  the  letters  to  the  editor 
column  in  GCN  recently  might 
have  wondered  whether  I  was  go¬ 
ing  to  get  an  award  or  a  spank¬ 
ing,”  joked  Ward,  referring  to  a 
recent  controversy  in  GCN' s 
“Community  Voices.” 

“I’ve  tried  to  be  not  simply  a 
lawyer  who  happens  to  be  gay,  but 
a  gay  lawyer,”  Ward  told  the 
gathering.  “I’m  very  much  con¬ 
cerned  that  as  things  change,  that 
as  we  become  a  force  to  be 
reckoned  with  that  what  we  have 
to  give,  which  is  a  very,  very 
special,  not  be  diluted,  that  we 
come  not  to  be  just  politicians 
who  happen  to  be  gay,  but  remain 
true  to  that  wonderful  transform¬ 
ing  spirit  that  means  that  we  don’t 
have  to  be  addicted  always  to 
being  right.” 


Gay  Church  in  Atlanta 
Survives  Vandalism,  Arson

ATLANTA  —  The  Metropoli¬ 
tan  Community  Church  here  has 
resumed  normal  operations  after 
several  acts  of  vandalism  and  a  fire 
set  by  arsonists  forced  church 
members  temporarily  out  of  the 
converted  theater  they  had  been 
meeting  in  for  ei  ght  years. 

Associate  Pastor  Mike  Piazza 
said  the  church’s  recovery  has 
been  due  to  the  “overwhelming 
amount  of  support”  from  the 
community  and  to  the  determina¬ 
tion  of  the  200  church  members. 

The  fire,  which  caused  some 
$60,000  in  damages,  occurred 
about  7:00  on  the  morning  of  Sun¬ 
day,  September  19.  Three  hours 
earlier,  Piazza  had  boarded  up  the 
front  entrance  to  the  building  after 
vandals  smashed  the  glass  doors 
for  the  second  time  in  recent 
weeks. 

On  the  day  of  the  fire,  the 
church  held  services  in  a  nearby 
park  and  has  since  met  in  a 
neighboring  Presbyterian  church. 

Vandals  had  entered  the  church 
four  times  in  April,  upsetting  furn¬ 
iture,  setting  off  fire  extinguishers, 
filling  a  chalice  with  red  paint, 
pouring  paint  over  the  altar  and 


painting  swastikas  and  the  mis¬ 
spelled  word  “fagot”  on  a  wall. 
The  vandalism  began  the  week 
Moral  Majority  leader  Jerry  Fall- 
well  was  in  Atlanta  on  a  speaking 
tour.  On  the  day  of  the  first  act, 
newspaper  clippings  quoting 
homophobic  remarks  made  by 
Fallwell  were  mailed  to  the  church. 

According  to  the  lesbian  and 
gay  Alabama  Forum,  a  telephone 
call  to  the  church  in  April  warned, 
“I’m  calling  to  let  you  know 
what’s  happening  to  your  building 
is  only  the  beginning.” 

A  spokesperson  for  the  Atlanta 
Fire  Department  told  GCN  there 
was  “a  good  possibility”  the  fire 
was  set  by  the  same  persons  who 
committed  the  several  acts  of- 
vandalism. 

Piazza  said  the  church  has  taken 
a  number  of  steps  to  make  the 
building  more  secure.  “It’s  like  a 
fortress,”  he  said.  “It  would  take' 
a  tank  to  break  in  now.” 

Piazza  said  that  although  there 
was  little  support  from  straight 
churches  after  the  vandalism, 
there  was  a  better  response  after 
the  fire.  The  Unitarian  Universal- 
ist  Church  offered  a  meeting  space 
immediately  afterward,  as  did  the 
Presbyterian  church  where  MCC 


met  until  their  building  was  repair¬ 
ed.  The  Episcopal  bishop  of  At¬ 
lanta,  who  had  been  homophobic 
in  the  past,  issued  a  letter  to  be 
read  in  all  the  Episcopal  parishes 
in  the  city  expressing  concern  and 
deploring  the  violence  perpetrated 
against  MCC.  And  the  Ecumenical 
Council  of  Atlanta  held  a  press 
conference  at  the  burned-out 
building  to  denounce  the  bigotry 
displayed  against  them. 

Piazza,  who  teaches  a  course  on 
lesbian  and  gay  lifestyles  at  the  ci¬ 
ty’s  police  academy,  said  the 
police  had  been  very  cooperative. 
He  added  that  the  strong,  if  not 
completely  open  and  public,  sup¬ 
port  the  local  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity  has  received  from  the  city 
government  has  offset  the  effect  of 
a  conservative  and  homophobic 
state  government.  A  conservative 
born-again  Christian,  Joe  Frank 
Harris,  has  recently  been  elected 
governor  of  Georgia. 

Piazza  said  the  church  still  needs 
about  $10,000  to  complete  repairs 
to  its  building.  Contributions  may 
be  sent  to  Metropolitan  Com¬ 
munity  Church,  800  N.  Highland 
Ave.,  Atlanta,  GA  30306.

Greitzer.  “They  could  charge  a 
membership  fee,  or  call  them¬ 
selves  a  private  club.  If  someone  is 
going  in  to  be  disruptive,  I  think 
there  should  be  a  way  of  excluding 
him.  Hugh  Marius  was  helping  us 
to  explore  these  possibilities. 

“And  there’s  no  reason  why  the 
bar  owners  shouldn’t  re-apply  for 
their  licenses.  Marius  says  they 
will  not  give  the  applications  any 
special  priority  but  they  will  be 
considered. 

“What  I  wonder  about  is  the 
role  of  the  owners,”  noted  Greit¬ 
zer.  “The  Duchess  was  operating 
in  violation  of  their  license.  Why 
didn’t  the  owners  tell  somebody 
what  was  going  on? 

“I  think  women  should  get  to¬ 
gether  to  operate  the  bars.  The 
current  owners  don’t  seem  to  have 
a  real  interest  in  the  community,” 
concluded  Greitzer.  “But  I  think 
any  bar  that  discriminates  should 


be  forced  to  close  down.  The  SLA 
was  just  carrying  out  its  mandate 
under  the  law.” 

While  activists  appreciated 
Greitzer’s  efforts  to  set  up  the 
meeting  with  SLA  commissioners, 
not  all  agreed  with  her  positions 
on  the  issues.  “Carol  Greitzer  is 
just  trying  to  skirt  this  issue,”  said 
Betty  Santoro  of  CLGR.  “She 
was  one  of  the  original  legislators 
to  get  anti-discrimination  laws 
passed  when  women  were  being 
excluded  from  all-male  bars.  Now 
that  same  legislation  is  being  used 
against  lesbians  and  she  doesn’t 
want  to  admit  it. 

“I  was  at  that  meeting  with 
Marius  and  Gedda,”  said  San¬ 
toro,  “and  my  impressions  of  it 
were  much  different  from  Carol’s. 
We  were  being  humored.  Mariu; 
was  not  sensitive  to  the  problem 
of  harassment  against  lesbians.  He 
was  pompous  and  arrogrant  and 


he  dominated  the  first  half-hour 
of  the  meeting. 

“We  told  him  that  bar  raids 
were  supposed  to  be  a  thing  of  the 
past.  He  said  the  police  were  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  raids.  Well,  who 
issued  the  summons  in  the  first 
place?” 

According  to  Santoro,  the 
owner  of  the  Duchess  has  no  plans 
to  re-apply  for  a  liquor  license  or 
to  re-open  the  bar.  “He’s  de¬ 
pressed  and  disgusted  with  the 
whole  mess,”  noted  Santoro.  “He 
spent  well  over  $100,000  fighting 
this  case  and  a  couple  of  months 
before  the  raid  he  came  to  me  to 
see  if  the  community  would  sup¬ 
port  the  bar.  I  was  naive  enough 
to  think  that  we  could  get  that 
support.  Here  everyone  was 
screaming  for  a  women’s  cof¬ 
feehouse  in  New  York  but  no  one 
wanted  to  work  to  make  it 
happen.”

John  Ward’s  letter  in  the  November  6th  issue 
of  GCN  protested  the  Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Political  Alliance’s  endorsement  of  incumbent 
Democrat  Michael  LoPresti,  Jr.,  for  State  Senate 
in  the  Suffolk  &  Middlesex  District.  Ward 
pointed  out  that  LoPresti,  while  a  supporter  of 
anti-discrimination  bills  in  the  state  legislature,  is 
also  a  strong  supporter  of  the  death  penalty.  He 
stated  that  the  LoPresti  case  illustrated  the  draw¬ 
backs  of  a  single-issue  approach  to  political 
endorsements. 

1  would  like  to  add  my  protest  to  that  of  Ward’s 
regarding  the  BLGPA’s  endorsment  of  LoPresti. 

I  agree  with  the  issues  that  he  raised  and  also  wish 
to  point  out  that  by  endorsing  LoPresti,  the 
BLGPA  chose  no I  to  endorse  his  opponent. 
Socialist  Party  candidate  Bill  Shakalis. 

As  someone  who  worked  on  the  Shakalis  for 
State  Senate  campaign,  I  believe  that  the  BLGPA 
made  a  serious  eror  in  choosing  to  endorse  Lo¬ 
Presti  over  Bill  Shakalis.  Shakalis  ran  on  the 
Socialist  Party  ticket  as  a  socialist-feminist  and 
strong  supporter  of  lesbian  and  gay  rights.  (In 
1980  his  party  was  the  first  to  run  a  gay  man  for 
President.)  LoPresti,  an  incumbent  Democrat 
from  East  Boston  who  had  been  unopposed  since 
1974,  had  grown  complacent  and  unresponsive. 
In  published  interviews  he  refused  to  discuss  most 
issues,  prefering  to  stand  on  “his  record.”  While 
LoPresti  has  voted  for  gay  rights  bills  in  the  past, 
his  record  on  other  issues  has  grown  increasingly 
more  conservative.  He  was  a  strong  supporter  of 
“Reagan’s  favorite  governor”  Ed  King  in  the  pri¬ 
mary  election,  favors  the  death  penalty  and  other 
“get  tough”  criminal  legislation,  and  has  offered 
no  progressive  leadership  in  this  period  of  Rea¬ 
ganomics  and  recession. 

Lesbians  and  gay  men  can  be  a  powerful 
political  force.  But  if  the  BLGPA  continues  to 
support  such  poor  choices  as  LoPresti,  that 
power  will  be  co-opted.  The  BLGPA  and  other 
political  groups  need  to  look  toward  independent 
political  alternatives  and  to  support  socialist- 
feminists  like  Shakalis  and  other  progressive  can¬ 
didates.  Single-issue  politics  is  not  enough. 

1  find  it  hard  to  understand  why  the  BLGPA 
failed  to  endorse  Shakalis.  Although  Shakalis 
was  unable  to  attend  the  candidates’  night,  he 
filled  out  the  BLGPA  questionnaire  and  sup¬ 
ported  lesbian  and  gay  rights  on  every  point.  1 
believe  he  was  the  far  stronger  candidate — on  all 
the  issues.

never  again 

Dear  GCN: 

On  February  14,  1981,  my  husband  filed  for 
divorce  and  custody  of  our  two-year-old  daugh¬ 
ter,  Jessica,  charging  me  to  be  a  lesbian  and, 
therefore,  an  unfit  mother.  A  week  later  he  cut 
off  all  financial  support. 

During  the  last  twenty  months,  our  case  has 
been  postponed  five  times,  and  all  motions  have 
been  “tabled”  pending  further  investigation  by 
the  Friend  of  the  Court.  The  recommendation  by 
the  Friend  of  the  Court,  as  well  as  the  Guardian 
ad  litem  appointed  in  Jessie’s  behalf,  has  been 
that  I  receive  complete  physical  and  legal  custody 
of  my  daughter  (now  4  Vi  years  old),  but  the  judge 
has  now  stated  that  he  will  not  rule  out  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  declaring  us  both  unfit  parents  (I  for  my 
sexual  preference)  and  making  Jessie  a  Ward  of 
the  State. 

The  psychological  evaluation  that  the  Court 
recommended  during  the  last  postponement  has 
been  estimated  to  run  $  1 800.00,  and  the  Guardian 
ad  litem  has  submitted  a  bill  for  an  additional 
$1500.00.  Yesterday  my  attorney  informed  me 
that  he  would  have  to  withdraw  from  my  case 
unless  he  received  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
$6900.00  balance  owing  on  my  bill.  He  apolo¬ 
gized,  but  said  that  his  partners  had  tied  his 
hands. 

My  friends  and  family  have  been  very  support¬ 
ive  in  providing  my  daughter  and  me  with  food, 
clothing,  and  living  expenses  (insurance,  medical, 
etc.),  as  well  as  a  great  deal  of  love  and  emotional 
strength.  But  now  it  has  become  necessary  to 
write  and  ask  for  your  help  and  the  help  of  your 
readers. 

For  my  daughter’s  sake,  and  for  the  sake  of 
every  parent  who  feels  the  terror  of  losing  their 
children  due  to  the  irrational  fears  of  a  hetero¬ 
sexual’s  phobia  about  homosexuality,  1  must  ask 
for  your  financial  help.

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Speaking  Out - 

Middle  East

This  summer  the  world  watched  in  horror  as  over  15,000  Lebanese  and  Palestinians 
were  slaughtered,  and  tens  of  thousands  more  wounded  and  left  homeless.  And  this  fall,  the 
unspeakable  massacre  at  the  Sabra  and  Shatila  refugee  camps  in  Beirut  was  carried  out  by 
the  U.S. /Israeli-backed  Phalangists. 

In  the  face  of  this  genocidal  attack  against  a  heroic  people  struggling  for  self- 
determination,  a  movement  is  now  developing  in  this  country  to  support  the  freedom 
fighters  of  Palestine.  It  is  crucial  that  we  as  lesbians  and  gay  men  —  as  freedom  fighters 
ourselves,  as  supporters  of  every  movement  for  justice  —  that  we  step  forward  boldly  and 
proudly  and  join  hands  in  solidarity  with  the  Palestinian  struggle. 

In  the  past  months,  there  has  been  much  printed  in  support  of  Zionism  in  the  women’s 
and  lesbian/gay  press.  As  a  Jewish  lesbian,  I  am  moved  to  speak  out  to  urge  our  movement 
to  solidly  align  itself  with  the  cause  of  justice  for  Jews  and  Arabs  which  is  espoused  by  the 
Palestine  Liberation  Organization. 

It  is  time  to  clear  up  the  confusion  being  sown  among  progressive  lesbians  and  gays,  to 
distinguish  clearly  between  the  Jewish  people  and  the  Zionist  cause.  It  is  time  to  say  that  the 
Zionists  do  not  speak  for  all  Jews,  and  to  jrt^ect  the  lie  that  anti-Zionism  is  equal  to  anti- 
Semitism.  As  a  Jew  of  Ashkenazi  backgrouii3  who  had  an  entire  branch  of  my  family  wiped 
out  in  the  Nazi  holocaust,  I  feel  a  very  deep  commitment  to  the  struggle  and  survival  of  the 
Jewish  people.  Regardless  of  how  loudly  the  Zionists  chant  their  mindless  lie,  “anti-Zionism 
is  anti-Semitism”,  progressive  lesbians  and  gay  men  must  not  abandon  our  support  for 
Palestine,  which  is  part  and  parcel  of  the  struggle  against  racism  and  imperialism. 

Let  us,  instead,  choose  the  path  which  honors  and  carries  on  our  heritage.  Jews  have 
always  taken  our  place  in  all  struggles  for  justice  and  equality  —  let  us  not  now,  when  the 
issue  is  difficult  and  the  obstacles  are  many,  turn  away  from  that  path.  And  let  the  lesbian 
and  gay  movement,  also  historically  always  on  the  side  of  the  oppressed,  take  our  place  there 
now  as  well.  Let  us  say  to  our  beseiged  sisters  and  brothers  of  Palestine:  We,  as  oppressed 
people  ourselves,  stand  side  by  side  with  you  in  your  struggle. 

The  only  real  issue  in  the  Middle  East  is  the  right  of  nations  to  self-determination.  That 
this  right,  for  the  Palestinians,  has  been  trampled  on  by  Israel  in  the  name  of  all  Jews,  is  a 
tragedy  which  must  be  reversed. 

In  1948,  with  the  creation  of  Israel,  750,000  Palestinians  were  forcibly  evicted  from 
their  land.  Since  then,  more  than  one  million  have  been  expelled  by  the  Israeli  government. 
Those  Palestinians  who  remain  living  within  the  boundaries  of  Israel  make  25%  of  what 
Jewish  workers  are  paid.  They  are  denied  most  basic  civil  and  human  rights,  including  the 
right  to  form  trade  unions  and  to  elect  their  own  governmental  representatives.  The  racism 
against  Palestinians  in  Israel  is  ubiquitous.  Sepharidc  Jews  —  Arabs  themselves  —  are  also 
the  victims  of  this  anti-Arab  racism. 

And  how  do  the  Zionist  apologists  rationalize  the  racist,  murderous  policies  of  the  state 
of  Israel?  They  mouth  some  glib  regrets  about  the  “excesses”  of  the  Begin  regime.  They  in¬ 
sist  that  their  support  of  imperialism  and  racism  against  the  Palestinians  does  not  contradict 
their  claim  to  be  anti-imperialist  and  anti-racist.  They  just  shake  their  heads  and  say  how 
“troubled”  they  are  by  Begin’s  policies.  And  above  all,  they  claim  the  expropriation  of  the 
land  of  Palestine  as  the  right  of  the  Jewish  people,  because  of  the  genocide  which  was  com¬ 
mitted  against  us  by  the  Nazis.  (They  also  claim  sole  right  to  the  word  “genocide”,  an  ex¬ 
tremely  racist  ploy  which  insults  Native  nations  in  this  country  as  well  as  in  Palestine,  and 
which  denies  history.)  Adrienne  Rich  has  even  referred  to  Zionism  as  “the  national  libera¬ 
tion  movement  of  the  Jewish  people”. 

But  no  people  achieves  liberation  at  the  expense  of  another.  No  people  can  avenge 
genocide  by  committing  it  against  another,  the  Jewish  people  will  never  ensure  our  security 
by  aligning  ourselves  with  the  forces  of  reaction,  racism,  and  imperialism.  We  will  not 
become  strong  or  gain  the  world’s  respect  by  destroying  an  entire  nation.  Zionism  will  only 


isolate  the  Jewish  people.  And  Israel’s  never-ending  wars  of  conquest  and  destruction  will 
only  devastate  succeeding  generations  of  Jewish  youth  as  cannon  fodder  for  imperialism. 
Zionism  is  a  dead-end  for  the  Jewish  people. 

Whose  interests,  then  does  the  state  of  Israel  serve?  The  Zionists  would  have  us  believe 
that  Israel  sprang  organicaly  from  the  stream  of  displaced  Jews  at  the  end  of  World  War  11, 
that  the  remnants  of  our  people  flocked  toward  the  empty,  barren  land  determined  to  form  a 
state  as  a  safe-guard  for  the  future.  This  scenario  ignores  the  fact  that  Palestine  was  already 
a  nation,  peopled  for  thousands  of  years.  Most  crucial,  it  ignores  the  role  of  U.S.  and  British 
imperialism  in  the  founding  of  Israel. 

Jews  displaced  after  the  war  settled  in  Israel  as  a  second  choice,  shunted  there  by  a  U.S. 
which  refused  to  admit  them  and  which  had  ignored  the  Nazi  death  camps.  After  the  war, 
when  the  people  of  Africa  and  Asia  were  beginning  to  move  against  imperialism,  the  U.S. 
and  Britain  fully  joined  hands  with  Zionism. 

It  was  a  move  to  stem  the  tide  of  the  Arab  revolution.  For  the  future  profits  of  the  oil 
companies,  the  Palestinians  were  conquered  and  expelled.  With  Israel  as  a  garrison  state, 
armed  and  backed  by  U.S.  imperialism,  the  struggle  of  the  Arab  masses  for  self- 
determination  —  and  for  control  of  their  oil  resources  —  was  to  be  contained. 

Today,  Israel  is  the  single  largest  recipient  of  U.S.  military  aid.  $7  million  a  day  goes  to 
Israel.  Israel  is  no  “independent  Jewish  state”.  It  is  totally  dependent  for  survival  on  U.S. 
imperialism.  It  is  the  U.S.  which  is  responsible  for  the  deaths  in  Lebanon  this  summer. 

Surely  no  one  imagines  that  the  reactionary  Reaganites  support  Israel  out  of  any  love 
for  the  Jewish  people.  Reagan’s  cabinet  is  full  of  known  anti-semites  who  preach  the  most 
backward,  vicious,  racist,  heterosexist  ethic.  They  are  using  the  Jews  of  Israel  as  foot 
soldiers  in  Big  Oil’s  life-and-death  war  against  the  aspirations  for  freedom  of  the  Arab 
people. 

Israel  itself  has  the  most  friendly  relations  with  the  racist  apartheid  regime  in  South 
Africa  and  the  reactionary  El  Salvadoran  junta,  and  serves  as  a  conduit  for  U.S.  arms  sales 
to  these  countries.  These  connections  are  not  unfortunate  coincidence;  they  are  natural 
outgrowths  of  the  pro-imperialist  function  of  Israel.  Nor  is  Israel,  despite  the  Zionists’ 
charge,  the  only  country  whose  right  to  exist  is  challenged  by  progressives.  South  Africa, 
another  settler  state  with  an  oppressed  indigenous  population,  is  subject  ot  the  same 
righteous  attack. 

By  contrast,  the  PLO  strives  for  a  democratic,  secular  state  where  Arabs  and  Jews 
could  live  in  peace  and  equality.  It  is  a  government  in  exile,  with  schools,  hospitals,  and 
other  services  provided.  It  is  recognized  by  104  nations.  Liberation  movements  around  the 
world,  including  the  African  National  Congress  of  Black  South  Africans  and  the  FDR  of  El 
Salvador,  all  recognize  and  support  the  PLO  as  the  sole  legitimate  representative  of  the 
Palestinian  people. 

Lesbians  and  gay  men  should  also  stand  together  with  the  PLO.  Especially  those  of  us 
who  are  committed  to  the  struggle  against  racism  and  anti-semitism,  and  especially  Jews 
who  have  a  deep  commitment  against  genocide,  we  especially  should  take  up  the  Palestin¬ 
ians’  cause  as  our  own. 

Herzl,  the  founder  of  Zionism,  believed  that  anti-semitism  is  a  permanent,  inevitable 
social  fact,  and  that  Jews  should  flee  to  some  far-away  “homeland”  rather  than  stay  in  their 
various  countries  and  fight  against  it.  This  profoundly  pessimistic  view  is  the  foundation  of 
Zionism.  We  must  reject  it.  We  know  that  we  can  defeat  anti-semitism  if  we  take  the  road  of 
struggle,  and  travel  that  road  together  with  our  Palestinian  cousins. 

Saturday,  November  27,  there  will  be  a  national  demonstration  in  New  York  to  support 
the  Palestinians.  I  will  be  there  to  join  hands  with  my  Palestinian  sisters  and  brothers,  as  a 
Jewish  lesbian.  I  urge  all  progressive  lesbians  and  gays  to  join  us.  And  in  the  months  and 
years  ahead,  to  never  waver  in  our  solidarity  with  the  Palestinians. 


A  Statement  From  the  Boston  Lesbian 

Sadomasochist  Group

We  believe  that  the  society  we  live  in  is  a  patriarchy,  with  power  concentrated  in  the 
hands  of  men.  Wimmin  are  oppressed  by  being  denied  access  to  economic  resources,  polit¬ 
ical  power,  and  control  over  our  own  bodies.  The  oppression  is  managed  by  several  institu¬ 
tions,  mainly  family,  religion  and  the  state. 

An  essential  part  of  the  oppression  of  wimmin,  as  we  see  it,  is  control  over  sexual  ideol¬ 
ogy,  mythology,  and  behavior.  Since  our  training  in  conventional  sexuality  begins  at  birth, 
and  the  penalties  for  rebellion  are  so  high,  no  individual  or  group  is  free  from  erotic  tyran¬ 
ny,  even  within  the  womyn’s  community. 

We  are  lesbians.  We  are  feminists.  We  are  talking  about  our  sexuality,  and  we  are  taking 
control  of  our  own  bodies.  We  are  lesbian  feminist  sadomasochists,  who  get  sexual 
pleasure  from  a  consensual  exchange  of  power  involving  physical  pleasure  and  eroticism. 
We  are  everywhere.  .  We  sit  next  to  you  at  concerts.  We  work  with  you  at  womyn’s  centers 
and  rape  crisis  centers,  and  every  other  feminist  project,  gathering  and  event  that  lesbians 
are  involved  in.  We  have  always  been  here,  and  now  we  too  are  coming  out. 

Often  worst  fears  are  based  on  misconceptions  and  lack  of  information.  Here’s  a  partial 
list  of  what  lesbian-feminist  S/M  is  NOT :  brutality,  violence,  rape,  cruelty,  power-over, 
beatings,  coercion,  non-consensual,  unimportant,  growth-blocking,  a  choice  made  lightly, 
boring.  What  lesbian  S/M  is  to  us:  passionate,  erotic,  intense,  growthful,  consensual, 
trust-building,  sometimes  fearful,  loving,  unbelievably  great  sex,  reclamation,  often 
hilariously  funny,  creative,  integrating,  a  development  of  lesbians’  inner  power,  an  art. 

Consent  and  control  of  what  happens  to  our  own  bodies,  including  how  we  define 
pleasure,  is  of  primary  importance  to  us  as  S/M  dykes.  In  S/M  sex,  each  lesbian  retains  full 
ultimate  control  over  what  happens  to  her  body.  As  lesbian-feminists,  we  are  all  aware  that 
our  oppression  has  included  patriarchal  violence  in  all  of  our  past  herstories,  which  is  in  no 
way,  shape  or  form  related  to  consensual  dyke  S/M.  We  are  as  opposed  to  violence  as  you 
are.  When  will  you  trust  us  with  ourselves? 

S/M  is  accused  of  being  a  hostile  or  angry  kind  of  sex  as  opposed  to  the  gently  and  loving 


kind  of  sex  that  feminists  should  strive  for.  In  the  last  decade,  the  wimmin’s  movement  has 
increasingly  promoted  romantic  egalitarianism  in  relationships.  Lesbians  especially  are 
prone  to  this  trend,  and  planning  a  sexual  encounter  and  using  toys  to  produce  specific 
feelings  seems  antithetical  to  romance.  Romance,  gentleness  and  tenderness  are  not  anti¬ 
thetical  to  dyke  S/M.  Our  question  to  you  is  whether  living  up  to  an  ideal  of  romantic 
equalness  is  the  reason  we  are  lesbians  or  is  it  being  able  to  experience  our  sexuality  to  the 
fullest?  S/M  violates  taboos  that  preserve  the  mysticism  of  conventional,  romantic  sex  and 
that’s  why  so  many  ‘right-on  feminists’  deny  us  our  existence. 

Yes  ...  we  are  exploring  and  taking  our  right  to  choose,  give  consent,  and  ask  for  what 
we  want  sexually.  Our  sexual  preferences  may  be  different  from  the  side-by-side  politically 
correct  lesbian-feminist  image  you  are  used  to.  You  may  feel  uncomfortable  with  us,  even 
resent  our  visibility  in  this  lesbian  community — much  like  many  straight  feminists  have 
resented  the  presence  and  visibility  oflesbians  in  the  feminist  movement.  But  we  are  here  to 
stay.  We  do  have  the  right  to  meet  and  talk  with  each  other  in  safe,  public,  feminist, 
womyn’s  space.  To  meet,  network,  and  give  each  other  much  needed  information  and 
support. 

As  a  minority  within  the  feminist  community,  we  are  being  objectified  and  made  scape¬ 
goats  within  this  community,  because  we  are  ‘perverts,’  because  we  talk  openly  about  our 
dyke  sexuality  which,  incidentally,  happens  within  the  feminist  ideology  of  love  and  trust. 
That  objectification  is  the  same  one  lesbians  were  subjected  to  in  the  early  years  of  the 
womyn’s  liberation  movement.  We  ask  you,  when  will  you  stop  using  patriarchal  values  on 
your  sisters,  lovers,  friends,  acquaintances,  and  the  wimmin  right  next  to  you,  just  because 
of  what  we  do  in  bed?! 

We,  the  authors  of  this  statement,  would  like  to  thank  Martha  Equinox,  whose  article 
“If  I  Ask  You  to  Tie  Me  Up,  Will  You  Still  Love  Me?”  appears  in  Coming  to  Power,  a 
book  published  by  Samois,  a  Bay-area  lesbian-feminist  S/M  support  group. 

Also,  our  appreciation  to  Pat  Califia,  who  wrote  “S/M  and  Feminism”  in  Heresies’  Sex 
Issue,  #12.  Without  it,  we  couldn’t  have  done  it.

Noel  Coward  was  one  of  the 
world’s  most  successful andpopu- 
lar — and  homosexual — play¬ 

wrights  between  the  wars.  His 
reputation  and  fortunes  declined 
when  the  new  wave  of  angry 
young  men  eclipsed  the  English 
stage  in  the  ’50s  and  ’60s.  At  the 
height  of  his  obscurity  (he  was  still 
writing  plays  but  they  always 
failed)  he  was  rediscovered  and 
established  as  a  major  playwright: 
Hay  Fever,  Blithe  Spirit,  and  Pri¬ 
vate  Lives  were  all  declared  comic 
masterpieces.  Of  the  three,  Pri¬ 
vate  Lives — for  many  the  epitome 


of  a  certain  gay  sensibility — seems 
to  have  sustained  its  popularity 
over  the  last  20  years  of  its  new 
life.  There  have  been  several  Lon¬ 
don  productions,  two  on  Broad¬ 
way — one  with  Maggie  Smith  and 
the  other  with  Tammy  Grimes. 
Boston,  a  theater  town  noted  for 
ending  rather  than  beginning 
trends,  is  packing  in  two  separate 
productions  this  fall. 

It’s  easy  to  see  why  a  Coward — 
and  especially  a  Private  Lives — 
would  have  appeal  for  what  Time 
magazine  dubbed  the  “me-genera- 
tion.”  Amanda  and  Elyot  move  in 
the  smart,  witty,  leisured  set  of  the 
late  ’  20s  early  ’30s.  Once  madly  in 
love,  they  are  now  on  honey¬ 
moon — with  their  new  spouses. 
After  a  disastrous  marriage  they 
divorced  and  remarried:  she  to  a 
blustering  Colonel  Blimp  type 
who  wants  to  take  care  of  her;  he 
to  a  slight,  feminine,  very  tradi¬ 
tional  woman  with  a  talent  for 
“organization.”  Unfortunately 
they  are  residing  in  adjoining 
hotel  rooms.  Amanda  and  Elyot, 
of  course,  get  back  together  in  an 
attempt  to  relive,  revive,  and  redo 
their  earlier  marriage.  Their 
spouses — Victor  and  Sibyl — fol¬ 
low  in  hot  pursuit,  demanding 


that  they  act  conventionally. 

The  tone,  dialogue  and  humor 
of  Private  Lives  is  flippant,  verg¬ 
ing  on  nasty.  Amanda  and  Elyot 
trade  insults  and  jibes  with  one 
another  when  they  are  not  flinging 
them  at  their  doltish  mates. 
Coward  has  pieced  together  a 
seamless  facade  of  language  that, 
like  the  modern  deco  art  and  trap¬ 
pings  of  the  time, is  all  gleaming 


surface  and  show.  This  has  led 
many  to  view  Private  Lives  as  a 
slick  stylish  mannered  comedy 
rather  than  a  somewhat  perceptive 
comedy  of  manners  and  style. 
Amanda  and  Elyot  are  the  post¬ 
war  bright  young  things  in  revolt 
against  the  traditionalists  and  the 
(quickly  fading)  empire  builders. 
In  act  one  Amanda  confesses:

whole  point  of  the  play:  what  one 
should  and  shouldn’t  do  just  isn’t 
the  same  as  it  used  to  be.

glittering  surface  to  get  to  the 
meat  underneath.

From  Lambda  Rising,  The  World’s 
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NO  NUKES!  NO  QUEERS?  lesbians,  gay

The  horrifying  specter  of  the  mushroom  cloud — of 
millions  of  human  beings  liquified  in  a  firestorm  and  tens 
of  millions  dying  slow,  agonizing  deaths  from  radiation 
poisoning — is  making  anti-nuclear  agitators  out  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  normally  take  to  the  streets  only  to  walk  the  dog 
or,  these  days,  hunt  for  a  job.  A  year  ago,  nearly  two 
thousand  people  were  arrested  for  blockading  Diablo 
Canyon  Nuclear  Power  plant,  near  San  Luis  Obispo, 
California.  On  June  21  and  22,  over  1 ,400  were  arrested 
for  sitting  down  in  the  road  leading  into  the  Lawrence 
Livermore  Laboratory  where  researchers,  in  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  scientists  in  Los  Alamos,  New  Mexico,  design 
the  entire  U.S.  nuclear  arsenal.  On  June  12,  nearly  a 
million  people — some  demanding  an  end  to  imperialism 
and  war,  others  asking  for  a  mere  moratorium  on  the 
production  of  nuclear  weapons — marched  by  (or  as  near 
as  they  could  get  to)  the  United  Nations  where  the  sec¬ 
ond  special  session  on  disarmament  was  underway. 

In  the  recent  elections,  twenty-five  percent  of  U.S. 
voters  had  an  opportunity  to  express  their  support  for 
halting  the  arms  race.  Non-binding  referenda  in  eight 
out  of  nine  states  turned  up  majorities  voting  for  the 
freeze.  Seventy-six  percent  of  those  who  voted  in  New 
Jersey,  seventy-four  percent  in  Massachusetts,  and 
smaller  majorities  in  Michigan,  Montana  (where  the 
referendum  included  language  opposing  the  MX 
missile),  North  Dakota,  Oregon,  Rhode  Island  and  Cal¬ 
ifornia  called  for  a  moratorium  on  U.S.  arms  build  up. 
Even  in  Arizona,  where  the  measure  lost,  a  significant 
percentage — forty-one — voted  in  favor  of  a  freeze. 
Majorities  in  fifteen  cities — including  three  quarters  of 
those  voting  in  Philadelphia  and  Chicago,  and  smaller 
segments  in  Denver  and  Washington  DC — and  twelve 
out  of  fourteen  counties  demanded  a  freeze.  Even  in 
notoriously  conservative  Dade  County,  Florida,  a  freeze 
measure  was  passed. 

Although  the  symbiotic  relatioi  ship  between  nuclear 
weapons  production  and  construction  of  nuclear  power 
plants  is  obvious  to  some,  most  freeze  proponents  are  not 
vociferously  opposing  nuke  plants  Visible  anti-nuke 
sentiment  peaked  a  few  years  ago— as  the  moratorium 
movement  was  gaining  momentum.  In  the  recent  elec¬ 
tion,  an  anti-nuke  plant  referendum  failed  in  Maine  for 
the  second  time,  although  by  a  smaller  margin  than 
before,  and  Idaho  voters  gave  nukes  a  vote  of  confidence. 

Similarly,  concern  about  the  disposal  of  low  level 
radioactive  waste  is  lagging  behind,  although  organizers 
of  that  movement  say  activism  is  growing  around  the 
issue.  Faced  with  a  binding  referendum  about  disposal  of 
poisonous  waste,  sixty-nine  percent  of  the  residents  of 
Massachusetts  who  voted  in  the  recent  election  said 
“yes”  to  legislation  requiring  local  and  statewide  approv¬ 
al  of  any  potential  dump  sites.  Anti-nuclear  activists  are 
hopeful  that  the  Massachusetts  vote  is  the  harbinger  of 
an  anti-nuke  movement  as  broad  based  as  the  freeze 
movement  has  become. 

No  human  being  on  this  planet — certainly  no  one  in 
so-called  developed  nations — lives  beyond  the  reach  of 
the  poison  being  produced  by  one  or  both  arms  of  the 
nuclear  industry.  So  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  lesbians 
and  gay  men  among  those  actively  opposed  to  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  nukes  and  nuclear  arms. 

Yet  anti-nuclear  activists  remark  frequently  that  a  dis¬ 
proportionately  large  percentage  of  lesbians  are  in  the 
front  lines  of  these  movements.  Several  blockaders  at  the 
Livermore  Labs  demonstration  last  May  estimated  that 
“over  half’  or  “most”  of  the  women  arrested  were  femi¬ 
nist  lesbians  (see  GCN,  Vol.  9,  No.  50),  and  the  same 
has  been  said  of  the  participants  in  actions  by  the 
Women’s  Pentagon  Action.  Many  lesbians  have  been 
among  the  prime  movers  of  the  anti-war  movement  since 
the  turn  of  the  century,  says  Jennifer  Tiffany,  a  fourteen- 
year  veteran  of  the  anti-war  movement  who  is  currently 
writing  a  book  about  feminists  and  militarism. 

So  what  do  these  movements— against  nuke  plants, 
against  nuclear  war — have  to  do  with  us  lesbians  per  se? 
And  what  about  the  much  smaller  number  of  conspicu¬ 
ously  “out”  faggots  in  the  movement?  Do  they  feel  their 
opposition  to  nukes  and  weapons  is  closely  connected  to 
their  faggotry?  These  are  questions  I  have  been  asking 
lesbian,  gay  male  and  straight  feminist  anti-nuclear 
acivists. 

Some  say  the  link  is  feminism.  Opposition  to  nukes  is 
“a  challenge  to  the  male  gods  of  science  and  technology,” 
says  Leslie  Cagan,  an  organizer  of  the  June  12  demon¬ 
stration  at  the  United  Nations  and  a  staff  member  at  the 
Boston  office  of  Mobilization  for  Survival. 

“One  of  the  things  we  learned  as  feminists  is  not  to  rely 
on  experts  to  know  what  is  best  for  us.” 

“We  women  were  taught  to  clean  up  our  own  shit,” 
says  Shad  Reinstein,  a  member  of  Mountain  Movers,  a 
women’s  anti-nuclear  group  in  western  New  York  state. 
“Men  don’t  think  about  cleaning  up  messes  they  leave 
behind — like  spent  fuel  rods.  1  here  was  always  a  wife  or 
daughter  around  to  do  that."  Mountain  Movers  is  work¬ 
ing  with  an  alliance  of  mixed  groups  opposed  to  the  oper¬ 
ating  of  a  Nuclear  Reprocessing  plant  about  90  miles 
from  Ithaca  and  the  storage  of  nuclear  weapons,  includ¬ 
ing  neutron  bombs,  at  the  Seneca  Army  Depot. 

Feminists  also  believe  that  control  should  be  spread 
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*Fusion  is  the  process  by  which  two  radioactive  isotopes 
of  hydrogen — deuterium  or  tritrium — are  chemically 
combined  to  form  helium,  which  is  stable,  or  non-radio¬ 
active.  Chemically,  fusion  is  the  opposite  of  fission,  the 
process  by  which  uranium  is  split  into  two  “unstable” 
materials,  one  of  which  is  strontium  90,  which  can  be 
incorporated  into  the  bones  of  animals  and  people.  The 
sun’s  glow  and  the  explosion  of  a  hydrogen  bomb  are  fu¬ 
sion  reactions.  The  reason  scientists  have  not  harnessed 
fusion  to  produce  energy  is  that  the  reaction  requires  an 
extraordinarily  high  temperature  to  get  started. 
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around  whenever  possible;  decentralization  is  definitely 
not  one  of  the  selling  points  of  nuclear  power,  says  Sid¬ 
ney  Spinster,  who  worked  in  a  feminist  anti-nuke  group 
in  Chicago  several  years  ago.  “Besides  the  direct  physi¬ 
cal  danger  posed  by  nuclear  plants,  I  am  concerned 
about  the  amount  of  power  that  this  industry  concen¬ 
trates  in  the  hands  of  a  few — and  the  amount  that  will  be 
in  the  hands  of  even  fewer  when  the  fusion*  method  of 
generating  power  is  perfected.  It’s  the  next  step  after 
nukes.  With  fusion,  plants  would  generate  power  not 
just  for  a  region  but  for  an  area  as  huge  as  half  the  coun¬ 
try.” 

Many  lesbians  and  gay  men  and  .straight  feminists 
have  pointed  out  that  we  have  something  else  in  common 
with  other  anti-nuke  and  disarmament  groups:  the  same 
enemies. 

“This  has  become  even  more  clear  since  Phyllis 
Schlafly  declared  war  on  the  nuclear  freeze  and  anti¬ 
nuclear  power  plant  movements,”  says  John. 

John  Kyper,  a  ’60s  peace  activist  who  is  a  member  of 
Oz,  one  of  the  gay  male  affinity  groups  which  blockaded 
Livermore  Labs  last  summer,  says  his  opposition  to  war 
is  closely  related  to  his  attempt  to  redefine  what  it  means 
to  be  a  man.  “I  came  out  twelve  years  ago  as  a  direct 
result  of  my  being  a  conscientious  objector  during  the 
Vietnam  war.  I  realized  by  my  refusing  to  kill  like  a  man 
that  my  own  ‘manhood’  wasn’t  so  vital  a  part  of  me.  I 
realized  there  are  alternative  ways  to  live  .  .  .  This 
helped  me  come  to  terms  with  my  gayness.” 

Many  lesbians  and  gay  men  maintain  that  the  violence 
or  threat  of  violence  posed  by  nuclear  power  stations  and 
armories  chock  full  of  powerful  weapons  evoked  in  them 
the  same  reaction  that  misogynist  or  anti-gay  violence 
does:  fear,  resistances  and  empathy  with  the  (potential) 
victim. 

“What  underlies  both  lesbian  and  gay  oppression  and 
nuclear  power  and  [weapons]  proliferation  is  the  fear  of 
the  other — of  people  that  are  different  from  yourself,  of 
countries  that  are  different  from  yours,”  says  Kate  Don¬ 
nelly,  a  straight  feminist  who  became  active  in  the  anti¬ 
nuclear  movement  at  the  1977  S.eabrook  (New  Hamp¬ 
shire)  plant  occupation  by  the  Clamshell  Alliance. 

The  nuclear  mentality  is  “the  macho  mentality  of  hav¬ 
ing  to  conquer  other  countries,  just  like  men  conquering 
women — conquering  lesbians,”  adds  Kate,  who  has  been 
a  member  of  a  New  Jersey  chapter  of  the  Women’s  Pen¬ 
tagon  Action  since  its  inception.  “When  a  woman  or  a 
gay  man  is  unable  to  walk  the  streets  for  fear  of  her  or  his 
life,  that  is  similar  to  me  to  a  nation  controlling  so  many 
weapons  that  other  countries  are  unable  to  live  without 
the  fear  of  weapons  destroying  them  at  any  moment.  The 
difference  is  in  magnitude.” 

The  “nuclear  mentality”  is  born  of — and  fueled  by — 
fear  of  difference,  and  this  fear  manifests  itself  in  many 
forms— like  racism  and  hatred  of  lesbians,  says  Doris 
Burford,  who  worked  for  four  years  in  a  Manhattan 
neighborhood  anti-nuke  group,  -in  coalition  with  other 
groups  in  the  Sound/Hudson  Against  Atomic  Develop¬ 
ment  (SHAD). 

“As  a  feminist  my  vision  is  opposite  that  of  the  nuclear 
mentality.  I  work  for  a  society  where  we  are  all  safe  and 
we  all  count  both  personally — we  are  fed  and  housed  and 
clothed — and  politically — so  that  we  can  express  our¬ 
selves  as  human  beings  in  the  most  vibrant  manner  pos¬ 
sible.” 

Jennifer  suspects  that  lesbians  are  more  alarmed  than 
the  average  person  by  the  prospect  of  a  meltdown  or 
nuclear  war  because  we  have  more  at  stake — or  we  are 
more  aware  of  what  we  have  at  stake. 

“The  women  I  know  who  have  come  out  as  lesbians 
are  happy,  they  like  their  lives  and  have  a  strong  sense  of 
what  is  beautiful,  cherishable,  joyous,  worth  defending. 
In  contrast,  a  lot  of  people  in  this  world  are  numbed, 
they  can’t  see,  can’t  feel.  Certainly  this  is  true  of  men 
building  these  weapons  and  strategizing  about  how  to 
use  them.  They  can  actually  think  about  nuclear  war;  I 
crack  under  the  pain  of  the  thought  because  I  don’t  want 
to  see  my  lover  obliterated,  I  don’t  want  to  see  the 
women  I  love  here  and  in  India  and  Japan  and  Europe 
obliterated.  I  don’t  want  to  see  the  trees  outside  my  win¬ 
dow  burned  up.  The  rage  and  pain  I  feel  may  be  what 
others  see  and  call  lesbian  bitterness.  But  it  is  pain,  fear 
and  anger  based  on  something  being  joyous  and  pre¬ 
cious. 

“One  consequence  of  the  joy  and  community  we  feel  is 
that  we’re  in  the  fight  for  the  long  haul — except  for  minor 
breakdowns  along  the  way.  You’ll  see  the  same  lesbians 
working  thirty  to  sixty  years  from  now — if  there’s  still 
anything  around  to  fight  for." 

The  second  wave  of  feminism  and  the  lesbian  and  gay 
movement  have  had  a  tremendous  impact  on  the  anti¬ 
nuclear  and  disarmament  movements.  The  personal 
became  political  wherever  anti-nukers  gathered.  And,  in 
mammoth  alliances  as  well  as  small  affinity  groups,  all 
decisions  were  made  by  consensus  in  an  attempt  to  in¬ 
sure  that  everyone’s  thoughts  and  feelings  counted.  More 
recently,  the  anti-nuclear  movements  followed  the  exam¬ 
ple  of  able-bodied  feminists  who  had  become  more  sensi¬ 
tive  to  the  needs  of  the  disabled  among  them. 


and  the  anti-nuclear  movement 


The  re-emergence  of  feminism  brought  to  all  left 
movements  “a  break  from  the  macho  posturing  that  went 
on  in  the  ’60s,”  says  John. 

Feminism  infused  meetings  of  leftists  with  warmth, 
Jennifer  remembers.  “Fifteen  years  ago,  meetings  were 
cold,  structured,  pseudo-theoretical.  There  wasn’t  much 
personal  content.  In  the  early  to  mid-’70s,  the  burgeon¬ 
ing  feminist  and  lesbian  movements  trickled  into  all 
kinds  of  meetings,  bringing  more  discussions  of  charged 
subjects — like  sex.  Now  there’s  much  less  of  that.  Dis¬ 
cussion  of  sexuality  [among  women]  has  broken  down, 
too.  I  don’t  know  why.  Is  is  economics? 

“The  impact  that  lesbians,  and  feminists  in  general, 
have  on  mixed  groups  is  keeping  everybody  honest — 
calling  people  on  their  own  personal  politics.  A  challeng¬ 
ing  of  traditional  relationships  and  structures  of  domina¬ 
tion  which,  taken  to  their  logical  extreme,  would  result 
in  .  .  .  well,  in  what  we  have:  the  threat  of  annihilation 
of  the  world.” 

Lesbians  in  the  movement  have  promoted  “a  radical 
restructuring  of  the  world  so  the  development  of  weapons 
of  mass  annihilation  is  impossible.  We  know  that  if  all 
you  do  is  legislate  against  nuclear  weapons,  something 
else  as  deadly  will  crop  up.” 

Of  course,  lesbian  and  gay  male  anti-nuclear  activists 
— closeted  or  not — are  contributing  to  the  movement  the 
same  valuable  “stuff’  that  everyone  is:  their  time  and 
energy.  But  Doris  thinks  that  those  of  us  who  are  “out” 
give  something  more.  Since  she  began  coming  out  to  her 
co-activists  and  to  the  spectators  at  demonstrations,  she 
has  felt  her  conviction  deepen  and  she  has  worked  harder 
without  feeling  drained.  “That  sense  of  empowerment” 
that  lesbians  and  gay  men  feel  coming  out  has  boosted 
the  anti-nuclear  movements.  “It  has  to  rub  off  to  some 
extent.” 


But  what  is  the  cost  that  lesbians  and  gay  men  pay  for 
coming  out  in  the  anti-nuclear  movement?  Some  say  it’s 
cheaper  now  than  half  a  decade  ago,  when  open  queers 
were  not  permitted  to  speak  at  rallies.  And  I  will  never 
forget  my  experience  at  the  1979  Seabrook  occupation; 
occupiers  angrily  rebuffed  me  and  other  members  of  Les¬ 
bians  United  for  Non-nuclear  Action  (LUNA),  the  first 
dyke  affinity  group  in  the  Clamshell  Alliance,  as  we  leaf- 
leted  the  crowd  on  the  hot  dusty  grounds  of  the  plant 
with  a  statement  which  made  the  connections  between 
oppression  of  lesbians  and  the  use  of  nuclear  power.  We 
were  called  “divisive”  and  “too  angry.”  “This  is  the 
wrong  place  for  that,”  said  one  middle-aged  white  man, 
presuming  to  speak  for  his  wife  as  well  as  he  pushed  the 
leaflet  back  at  me.  From  the  rally  stage,  a  well-known 
olack  comedian  spoke  movingly  about  the  link  between 
nukes  and  poverty,  but  my  heart  fell  and  my  anger 
swelled  at  hearing  his  sexist  quips.  LUNA  was  refused 
two  minutes  of  mike  time  to  read  our  statement.  (A 
dozen  of  us  rushed  the  stage  and  got  our  message  across 
anyway.) 

That  was  four  years  ago.  These  days,  few  are  shocked 
when  established  peace  organizations  like  the  Women’s 
International  League  for  Peace  and  Freedom  seek  out 
Ithaca  Women  Against  Militarism,  which  is  renowned 
there  for  its  pro-lesbian  stance,  for  co-sponsorship  of  an 
event,  says  Jennifer. 

Lesbian  and  gay  rights  are  mentioned  in  the  hand¬ 
book  published  for  those  protesting  Diablo  Canyon 
Nuclear  Power  Plant  in  San  Luis  Obispo,  according  to 
Jack  Davis  of  the  Bay  Area  affinity  group  Queers  United 
in  Energy  to  End  Repressive  Society  (Q.U.E.E.R.S.). 
He  adds,  “That  wouldn’t  have  happened  five  years  ago. 

“We’re  a  major  constituency,”  says  John.  “  1  hey  can  t 
afford  to  refuse  to  recognize  us.” 

This  is  true;  they  won’t  succeed  by  ignoring  us — not 
only  because  they  need  our  numbers,  but  because  the 
oppression  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  is  part  ol  the  problem 
they  want  to  solve.  Ranking  people — according  to  sexual 
preference  or  gender  or  nationality  or  class  or  whatever 
other  characteristic — is  what  grew  into  the  nuclear 
threat  in  the  first  place. 

But  do  straight,  non-feminist  anti-nuke  activists  know 
this?  Many  lesbians  and  gay  men  feel  they  do  not.  As  the 
movements  concerned  about  nuclear  waste,  power 
plants  and  weapons  grow  to  include  more  and  more  of 
"middle  America,”  more  and  more  often  lesbians  and 
gay  men  are  being  asked  to  maintain  a  lower  profile. 
(Significantly,  Jennifer’s  group  is  not  called  Ithaca  Les¬ 
bians  Against  Militarism.) 

“June  12  brought  out  so  many  different  people — work¬ 
ing  class  people,  poor  people,  union  people,  gay  people, 
black  people,”  says  Kate.  “But  recently  I’ve  noticed  at 
many  events  that  [being  “out”]  is  forbidden  and  people 
showing  up  with  [pro-lesbian/ gay]  buttons  are  frowned 
upon.” 

The  idea  that  disarmament — or  even  a  nuclear  freeze 
— must  be  attained  first  before  we  pay  any  attention  to 
racism  and  homophobia  and  all  those  other  causes  is  a 
dangerous  one,  says  Matt  Herman,  a  straight  leftist  in 
the  Livermore  Action  Group  (LAG).  In.the  name  of  sur¬ 
vival,  “some  long-time  activists  in  the  peace  movement 


want  to  sacrifice  everyone  down  to  the  lowest  common 
denominator.  I'm  involved  in  a  leftist  cluster.  Over¬ 
throw,  and  we  are  redbaited  continuously  because  we 
talk  about  economic  issues  and  racism.  We  don’t  believe 
we  can  solve  the  problem  of  nuclear  war  first  and  then 
take  care  of  the  rest.  If  you’re  going  to  talk  about  nuclear 
war,  you’re  going  to  have  to  talk  about  conventional 
war,  the  nature  of  capitalism,  the  nature  of  a  society 
which  puts  military  demands  before  human  needs,  about 
feminist  and  anti-racist  issues.” 

Instead,  says  Matt,  feminist  principles  are  often  triv¬ 
ialized  in  anti-nuclear  circles.  “In  a  meeting  last  week, 
when  we  were  about  to  split  up  into  two  smaller  groups 
to  talk,  I  suggested  we  count  off,  1,2,  1,2.  Someone  ob¬ 
jected,  saying,  ‘No.  Numbers  are  male  symbols.  We 
should  count  off,  Earth,  mother,  earth,  mother.’” 

Ironically,  the  use  of  consensus  process — introduced 
with  the  radical  intentions  of  more  equally  distributing 
power  and  respecting  emotions  as  well  as  ideas — has 
made  organizations  more  conservative.  Matt  contends. 
When  decisions  are  made  by  consensus,  progress  (as 
defined  by,  say,  those  who  want  a  lesbian  and  gay  rights 
resolution  included  on  their  group’s  platform)  can  be 
impeded  by  one  bigot. 

“A  lot  of  [anti-nuclear  activists]  are  very  middle  class, 
safe,  secure  and  far  away  from  the  idea  of  personal 
oppression  .  .  .  A  lot  of  rage  that’s  healthy  for  an  organi¬ 
zation  never  gets  brought  up  .  .  .  because  with  consen¬ 
sus  process  [the  discussion]  would  never  get  anywhere.” 

Like  Kate,  Matt  believes  homophobia  is  on  the  rise  in 
the  anti-nuclear  movements.  Matt  repeats  that,  in  a 
meeting  immediately  following  the  action,  some  mem¬ 
bers  of  LAG  unduly  criticized  members  of  the  Feminist 
Cluster,  most  of  whose  members  are  lesbian-identified. 
Matt  explained  that  some  women  were  reported  to  have 
burned  the  bibles  they  were  given  upon  entering  the 
compound  where  they  were  interned.  Some  women  ob¬ 
jected  to  the  fact  that  other  women  had  sex  with  each 
other  while  in  jail  and  walked  around  with  their  shirts 
off.  Conflicting  reports  arose  about  whether  a  chant  that 
certain  women  sang  while  imprisoned  was  non-violent  or 
advocated  “smashing]  down  the  door”  of  the  jail. 

“They  started  pointing  fingers  at  the  Feminist 
Cluster,”  Matt  recalls.  “It  seems  to  me  there  was  an 
awful  lot  of  scapegoating  going  on.” 

Matt  believes  the  attack  on  the  Feminist  Cluster  was 
anti-lesbian.  “Part  of  the  organization  is  really  moti¬ 
vated  by  trying  to  be  acceptable  to  society.  Many  people 
— some  from  church  groups — said  they  would  not  partic¬ 
ipate  in  another  LAG  action  because  they  were  dis¬ 
turbed  by  the  behavior  of  some  of  the  lesbians.” 

Several  gay  men  arrested  in  the  blockade  report  they 
were  treated  to  a  fag-baiting  one-liner  during  a  talent 
show  produced  in  confinement. 

In  a  Memorial  Day  demonstration  by  the  Women’s 
Pentagon  Action  in  Morristown,  New  Jersey,  a  woman 
who’d  joined  the  protest  gasped  at  the  sight  of  pink  tri¬ 
angle  pins  and  pro-lesbian  buttons,  says  Kate.  “Sudden¬ 
ly  quite  a  few  people  dropped  out  of  the  march,  although 
they  didn’t  come  right  out  and  say  why.  It’s  all  on  the 
level  of  innuendo.” 

Those  straight  activists  who  are  busy  ignoring  the 
queers  in  their  midsts  are  necessarily  unaware  that  “out” 
lesbians  and  gay  men  are  taking  added  risks  at  demon¬ 
strations — especially  if  they  get  arrested;  generally,  cops 
reserve  their  most  sadistic  treatment  for  the  dykes  and 
fags. 

Some  gay  men  arrested  at  Livermore  say  their  captors 
chided  and  gawked  at  them.  Another  recalls  that  his 
arresting  officer  spat  out  homophobic  vitriol  as  he  fas¬ 
tened  the  handcuffs  too  tight. 

Kate,  who  was  one  of  approximately  500  women 
incarcerated  at  Alderson  Federal  Penetentiary  following 
the  first  Women’s  Pentagon  Action  in  1980,  said  that  the 
jailers  “tried  to  use  against  us  the  fact  that  many  of  us 
were  visible  lesbians.  First  of  all,  it  is  unprecedented  to 
send  demonstrators  to  a  federal  prison.  Then  they  set  us 
up  by  telling  us  that  the  prisoners  were  violent  and  didn’t 
like  lesbians.  Then  they  told  the  prisoners  that  we  were 
privileged  and  a  bunch  of  lesbians  .  .  .  Our  experience 
with  the  other  prisoners  turned  out  to  be  wonderful.” 

Obviously,  dykes  and  fags  need  more  support — not 
less— from  their  co-activists.  Yet  they  are  frequently 
asked— sometimes  required— to  keep  their  “issue”  off  the 
platform  so  as  not  to  frighten  off  the  (real  or  imagined) 
“average  Americans”  who  will  fight  to  save  the  human 
race  from  annihilation  so  long  as  they  do  not  have  to  con¬ 
done  being  queer  in  the  bargain.  How  do  lesbians  and 
gay  men  feel  about  this? 

“I  think  lesbians  out  in  the  anti-nuke  movement  may 
be  slowing  it  down,”  says  Sidney,  who  gave  up  anti-nuke 
work  over  a  year  ago  when  she  tired  of  working  with 
men.  Sidney  now  describes  herself  as  an  anarchist  and  a 
separatist. 

“I  have  a  lot  of  questions  these  days  about  how  effec¬ 
tive  you  can  be  as  out  lesbians  within  the  anti-nuke 
movement  The  thing  that  is  stopping  nuclear  power  is

Musical  Vision

When  was  the  last  time  you 
heard  a  man  lead  an  audience  in  a 
goddess  chant?  Not  an  everyday 
experience,  certainly,  but  if  you 
see  Charlie  Murphy  in  concert 
you’ll  get  to  hear  that  and  many 
other  powerful  political  songs. 
What’s  more,  if  the  idea  of  an 
evening  of  political  music  turns 
you  right  off,  I  promise  you  it 
won’t  hurt  a  bit. 

Rarely  have  I  seen  a  performer 
blend  politics  and  music  as 
smoothly  as  Charlie  does.  His 
songs  tell  stories  of  all  oppressed 
people — gays  and  lesbians  and 
everyone  struggling  in  the  face  of 
disempowerment,  unemployment, 
and  nuclear  suicide — and  hold  out 
a  vision  of  a  changed  world. 
Never  overbearing,  he  manages  to 
include  enough  humor  and  hope 
in  his  show  to  make  his  vision 
seem  close  at  hand. 

Charlie  opened  the  set  with  an 
appropriately  campy  version  of 
Chris  Tanner’s  “Little  Sensitive 
Boy,”  an  ode  to  faggots  that  set 
the  tone  for  the  evening.  While  his 
songs  covered  any  number  of' 
political  themes,  his  presence  as  a 
very  out  gay  man  was  central. 
“Gay  Spirit”  is  a  high  spirited, 
song  of  pride,  and  “Double 
Love,”  with  its  explicit  imagery  of 
two  male  lovers,  stands  in  wel¬ 
come  contrast  to  the  genderless 
love  songs  that  have  become  a 
trend  in  women’s  music. 

“The  Cohabitation  Blues”  is  a 
great  song  of  conflict  within  an 
established  relationship.  The  dis¬ 
cussion  between  Charlie  and  his 
lover,  tinged  with  more  than  a  lit¬ 
tle  anger  and  humor,  will  ring  true 
to  anyone  who  has  attempted  to 
keep  a  relationship  alive  beyond 
the  initial  rush  of  passion.  Char¬ 
lie’s  ability  to  poke  fun  at  himself 
leads  to  lines  like  his  lover  telling 


him,  “Just  because  you  are  an 
artist  doesn’t  mean  you  can  forget 
reality.” 

“Pretty  Night  Boys,”  a  song 
about  the  bleak  life  of  street  hus¬ 
tlers  by  Carl  Michalak,  received  a 
haunting  treatment  from  Jamie 
Sieber’s  cello  and  David  Good-

man’s  sax.  This  interplay  among 
the  musicians  was  a  consistent 
highlight  of  the  performance.  The 
combination  of  guitar  and  cello 
gave  a  very  rich,  full  sound  and 
the  addition  of  David’s  sax  on 
some  numbers  added  to  the  mix 
very  effectively.  On  “Mother 
Ocean,”  which  ended  in  a  pro¬ 
longed  chant,  the  musicians,  this 
time  with  David  on  clarinet,  creat¬ 
ed  a  swirling  rhythmic  texture 
reminiscent  of  the  work  of  the 
Paul  Winter  Consort.

ly  for  the  free-for-all  fight  at  the 
end  ofActTwo.  The  emphasis  here 
is  on  style:  cigarette  cases  open 
and  snap  shut,  Amanda  looks 
great  in  a  red  and  flowered  loung¬ 
ing  suit  with  a  throwover  cape, 
and  even  “dear  old  Victor”  (as 
Elyot  contemptuously  calls  him) 
looks  disarming  in  his  tuxedo.  The 
acting  is  all  polish  and  gleam. 
Henry  Woronicz  and  Jacquelyn 
Riggs  as  Victor  and  Sibyl  are  stuf¬ 
fy  without  ever  being  foolish  (a 
neat  trick  since  they  are  the  butt  of 
constant  jokes).  Mark  Robbins,  as 
Elyot,  is  suave  but  never  smarmy. 
The  only  slightly  off  note  in  the 
whole  production  is  Sandra  Ship¬ 
ley’s  Amanda.  She  has  the  slightly 
disjointed  habit  of  standing,  pos¬ 
ing  and  then  declaring  her  lines. 
No  doubt  meant  to  look  stylish  (or 
mannered,  which  is  not  quite  the 
same  thing)  it  only  results  in  look¬ 
ing  artificial.  But  luckily  most  of 
her  lines  are  funny  so  you  can 
enjoy  and  accept  the  misdirection 
as  a  peculiar  character  trait.  Bos¬ 
ton  Shakespeare’s  Private  Lives 
has  everything  except  feeling. 

This  problem — a  lack  of  feeling 
— is  endemic  to  lots  of  produc¬ 
tions  of  Private  Lives.  The  trouble 
is  that  there  isn’t  a  whole  lot  of 
feeling  in  the  script.  Coward’s 
characters  are  so  posed  and  arch 
that  they  hardly  show  any  feel¬ 
ings,  and  they  most  certainly 
don’t  speak  them.  The  play,  char¬ 
acters,  and  situation,  however,  are 
able  to  sustain  a  modicum  of  emo-

Claire  Englehamburger,  whose 
heart  was  broken,  had  been  find¬ 
ing  solace  in  Jane  Austen.  She 
wanted  to  take  her  into  the 
whirlpool  bath  with  her,  but  she 
was  sure  books  weren’t  allowed. 
On  the  other  hand,  what  if, 
weakened  by  grief,  she  should  let 
the  book  fall?  A  sodden  Nor- 
thanger  Abbey  picked  out  of  the 
water  by  some  large-breasted, 
motherly  type.  “Ah  yes,  the  Vic¬ 
torians,  I  too,  turn  to  them  in 
times  of  crisis.  And  what  are  you 
doing  tonight,  if  I  might  ask?  I 
just  happen  to  have  a  candlelit 
coq-au-vin  for  two  in  my  new  con¬ 
do  ...  .”  ’  Her  dear  friend, 
Dicki  Kittenholder  had  told  her 
that  a  trick  of  his  had  once  told 
him  he  reminded  him  of  Elisabeth 
Bennet.  No  one  ever  told  her  any¬ 
thing  like  that.  And  when  Dicki 
went  to  ‘the  baths’  he  certainly 
didn’t  have  to  lie  around  and  con¬ 
template  all  these  gorg.ons 


bling  truth.  She  makes  Amanda 
human  without  ever  losing  sight 
of  the  wit  and  charm  she  pos¬ 
sesses. 

The  rest  of  the  Lyric  produc¬ 
tion,  however,  is  not  up  to  very 
high  standards.  The  set  is  mini¬ 
mal — although  it  does  get  wonder¬ 
fully  wrecked  at  the  end  of  act  two 
(much  more  violently  than  the 
Boston  Shakespeare  production) 
— and  the  costumes  (as  a  TV  critic 
pointed  out)  are  somewhat  wrin¬ 
kled.  These  would  usually  be  im¬ 
pediments  in  a  good  production  of 
Private  Lives  (the  language  calls 
out  to  be  matched  by  elegant  sets) 
but  the  acting  and  tone  is  so  right 
here  that  it  does  not  seem  to  mat¬ 
ter  very  much.  This  Private  Lives 
manages  to  be  witty  and  touching 
at  the  same  time,  one  comple¬ 
menting  the  other,  and  both  given 
their  due. 

Since  the  Coward  revival  is  still 
going  on — New  York  has  a  pro¬ 
duction  of  Present  Laughter,  a 
1939  comedy — and  Burton  and 
Taylor  threaten  to  bring  their  own 
Private  Lives  to  Broadway  this 
spring  (they  would  actually  be  bet¬ 
ter  in  Hay  Fever,  but  I  suppose 
that  has  less  of  a  gimmick  for 
them) — we  might  as  well  sit  back 
and  enjoy.  It’s  too  bad  that  two 
Boston  theaters  are  doing  the 
same  play — it  would  be  nice  to  see 
one  of  the  others,  also — but  the 
Lyric  has  pulled  together  a  great 
production  (and  Boston  Shake¬ 
speare  an  adequate  one)  and  that 
is  cause  enough  to  be  glad.

tion,  and  it  is  generally  needed  to 
provide  a  completely  satisfying 
production.

Because 
all  of  this  is  explained  to  us 
through  dialogue,  the  play  is  not 
incomprehensible  without  the 
emotion,  but  it  is  much  less 
satisfying. 

Lyric’s  Ron  Ritchell  and  Bonnie 
Jane  Willard  are  quite  suitable  as 
Victor  and  Sibyl.  She  has  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  gurgle  during  her  girlish 
giggles  (a  trait  that  might  have  put 
Elyot  off  sooner  than  it  does)  and 
he  has  such  an  air  of  stability 
about  him  that  he  looks  as  though 
he  may  turn  into  a  slightly  frayed 
armchair  before  your  eyes.  Jere¬ 
miah  Kissel,  as  Elyot,  manages  to 
be  flip  and  look  somewhat  hurt 
(or,  rather,  hurting)  at  the  same 
time.  Cecile  Mann  is  a  wonderful 
Amanda.  She  has  a  throaty  laugh 
and  manner  that  is  stylish  with¬ 
out  posing,  “smart”  without 
being  too  self-knowing.

An  open  letter 
to  the  gay  community 
on  hepatitis  B 


Hepatitis  B,  a  serious  disease, 
may  be  sexually  transmitted 

Sexually  transmitted  diseases  among  the 
gay  community  are  epidemic.  Herpes  has 
recently  received  a  lot  of  attention; 
gonorrhea  and  syphilis  are  well  known; 
but  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
(CDC)  recently  issued  a  major 
recommendation  for  the  prevention  of 
another  sexually  transmitted  disease: 
Hepatitis  B.  In  their  Morbidity  and 
Mortality  Weekly  Report,  the  CDC  stated: 
“Susceptible  homosexually  active  males 
should  be  vaccinated  [against  hepatitis  B] 
regardless  of  their  age  or  duration  of  their 
homosexual  practices.” 

Gay  men  are  at  a  high  risk  of 

contracting  hepatitis  B 

In  one  study,  from  51%  to  76%  of  3,816 
gay  men  seen  in  five  sexually  transmitted 
disease  clinics  had  evidence  of  past  or 
present  hepatitis  B  infection.  Once 
infected,  there’s  a  6%  to  10%  chance  of 
becoming  a  carrier— capable  of  passing 
on  the  virus.  The  CDC  estimated  there 
are  nearly  1  million  carriers  in  the  United 
States  and  that  100,000  of  these  carriers 
are  gay  men. 


The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be 
passed  on  by  contact  with 
contaminated  body  fluids 

such  as  saliva,  urine,  semen,  and  blood. 
The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be  transmitted 
through  tiny  breaks  in  the  skin  or  contact 
with  mucous  membranes.  This  can  occur 
during  intimate  sexual  contact  and  can 
lead  to  hepatitis  B  for  the  partner  of  an 
infected  person.  Although  most  patients 
recover  and  over  half  contracting 
hepatitis  B  do  not  get  symptoms,  there  is 
no  specific  treatment  and  no  known  cure 
for  hepatitis  B  infections. 

Hepatitis  B  may  lead  to  even 
more  serious  complications 

For  those  who  do  get  symptoms  of 
hepatitis  B,  a  mild  or  severe  “flu-like” 
sickness  may  continue  for  weeks  or 
months.  Ten  percent  of  all  infections 
become  long  lasting  (chronic)  with 
potential  complications  that  are 
sometimes  more  serious  than  those  of 
other  sexually  transmitted  diseases.  The 
serious  complications  include  the  chronic 
carrier  state,  chronic  active  hepatitis, 
chronic  persistent  hepatitis,  cirrhosis,  and 
even  cancer  of  the  liver.  Every  year 
almost  4,000  carriers  die  of  cirrhosis.  In 
addition,  carriers  have  a  risk  273  times 
greater  than  that  of  the  general 
population  of  contracting  a  usually  fatal 
form  of  liver  cancer. 


Now  this  serious  sexually 
transmitted  disease  is  usually 
preventable  by  vaccination  with 
the  new  hepatitis  B  vaccine 

After  more  than  a  decade  of  research  and 
development,  a  new  vaccine  is  available 
for  prevention,  not  treatment,  of  hepatitis 
B.  In  clinical  studies,  the  vaccine  was 
highly  effective  in  preventing  hepatitis  B 
infection  and  was  generally  well 
tolerated.  No  serious  adverse  reactions 
occurred  in  these  studies. 

The  vaccination  regimen  consists  of  a 
series  of  three  injections,  the  first  two  a 
month  apart  and  the  third,  slx  months 
after  the  first.  To  be  effective,  the  vaccine 
must  be  given  before  a  person  gets 
hepatitis  B.  The  vaccine  helps  prevent  the 
disease:  It  is  not  effective  as  a  treatment. 

We  suggest  that  you  consult  your  doctor 
to  determine  if  you  should  be  vaccinated.

The  vaccine  helps  protect  against  infection  caused  by 
hepatitis  B  virus.  This  virus  is  an  important  cause  of  viral 
hepatitis,  a  disease  mainly  of  the  liver.  Even  mild  forms  of 
this  disease  may  lead  to  serious  complications  and 
aftereffects,  including  liver  cancer.  There  is  no  specific 
treatment  for  viral  hepatitis. 

Vaccination  is  recommended  for  persons  who  have  a 
higher  risk  of  becoming  infected  with  hepatitis  B  virus 
because  of  frequent,  close  contact  with  infected  people  or 
exposure  to  body  fluids  from  such  people.  It  will  not 


protect  against  hepatitis  caused  by  viruses  other  than 
hepatitis  B  virus. 

No  serious  adverse  reactions  were  reported  in  over 
6,000  individuals  receiving  the  vaccine  in  clinical  trials. 
The  most  frequent  reaction  was  soreness  at  the  point  of 
injection;  less  common  local  reactions  included  redness, 
swelling,  warmth,  or  formation  of  a  hard,  lumplike  spot. 
The  local  effects  were  usually  mild  and  lasted  no  more 
than  2  days  after  vaccination.  Occasionally,  low-grade 
fever  (less  than  101  °F)  occurred.  When  it  did,  it  usually 
lasted  no  longer  than  48  hours  following  vaccination.  In 


rare  cases,  fever  over  102  °F  was  reported. 

More  generalized  complaints  including  malaise, 
fatigue,  headache,  nausea,  dizziness,  muscle  pain,  and 
joint  pain  were  reported  infrequently.  Rash  was  reported 
rarely.  As  with  any  vaccine,  broad  use  may  reveal 
additional  adverse  reactions. 

Your  doctor  or  clinic  knows  what  special  care  must 
be  taken  when  administering  the  vaccine  and  in 
determining  who  should  receive  the  vaccine.  The  vaccine 
is  not  intended  for  persons  who  are  allergic  to  any  of  its 
components.

(the  astronomical  cost  of  building 
nukes  and  rebuilding  them  when 
they  become  too  contaminated 
after  a  score  of  years).  I  don’t 
know  how  much  a  bunch  of  les¬ 
bians  with  signs  shouting  outside 
the  door  of  Commonwealth  Edi¬ 
son  is  going  to  affect  [utility 
owners].  The  only  progress  I  saw 
made  was  with  others  in  the  move¬ 
ment  .  .  .  who  became  more  open 
about  lesbians.” 

The  planners  of  next  summer’s 
two  month  long  Women’s  Peace 
Encampment  near  Seneca  Army 
Depot  are  attempting  to  get 
women  of  all  political  persuations 
involved  in  the  event.  Shad,  one 
of  the  organizers,  believes  that 
compromise  is  possible  between 
disparate  elements. 

‘‘What  happens  if  there  is  a 
women’s  anti-abortion  group  who 
wants  to  join  the  encampment?  1 
feel  it  is  important  to  have  a  state¬ 
ment  there  about  the  right  of  self- 
determination  for  women,  but  it’s 
not  absolutely  necessary  for  me  to 
see  the  word  ‘feminism’  in  the 
statement  of  unity.  A  lot  of  times 
people  are  freaked  out  at  the 
word,  not  the  concept.” 

In  her  experience,  Leslie  has 
found  it  politically  useful  ‘‘to 
raise  the  issue  of  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  or  abortion,  even  when 
some  constituencies  might  be 
alienated  by  your  doing  that.  And 
then  decide  how  hard  to  push.  If 


you  find  the  coalition  is  about  to 
fall  apart,  maybe  you  need  to 
back  off.  But  at  least  the  issue  was 
raised  .  .  .  and  it  becomes  less  and 
less  alienating  as  you  have  more 
contact  with  people  about  it.  And 
then  at  least  some  people  know 
who  you  are.  It’s  a  quick  jump  for 
lesbians  and  gay  men  from  ‘Let’s 
not  raise  the  issue’  to  ‘Let’s  not 
come  out.’” 

John  is  skeptical.  “I’m  not  sure 
there  is  a  compromise.  In  the  anti¬ 
war  movement  during  Vietnam, 
some  people  wanted  above  all  else 
to  keep  protests  respectable 
[which  meant]  keeping  the  issue  of 
sexual  politics  out  of  sight,  out  of 
mind.  That’s  why  the  left  split  up 
around  feminism. 

“What  do  you  say  to  activists 
worried  that  Catholics  will  leave 
[if  we  come  out]?  You  tell  them 
there  are  a  lot  of  gay  Catholocs.” 

Jennifer  feels  that  all  the 
posturing  is  pointless  because,  ac¬ 
cording  to  statistics,  “the 
American  public  is  strongly  a 
friend  of  Equal  Rights  for 
women,  strongly  a  friend  of  abor¬ 
tion  rights  and,  if  you  scratch  the 
surface,  they  are  in  favor  of  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  rights.”

tivists  who  fear  that  mainstream 
America  won’t  respond  to  a 
movement  that  takes  seriously  les¬ 
bians  and  gays  is  falling  into 
Reagan’s  trap.” 

Jennifer  asserts  that  lesbians  to¬ 
day  are  more  often  respected  by 
straight  activists  than  they  were 
half  a  decade  ago,  “and  this  has 
come  about  because  we  stayed 
clear  about  our  priorities.  Not  be¬ 
ing  invisible  when  we  are  asked  to 
be  invisible  will  win  us  more 
credibility.” 

The  question  for  Jack  is,  “Am  1 
going  to  be  comfortable  in  this 
movement?  Are  we  going  to  be 
turning  off  homophobic  people  or 
are  we  going  to  turn  off  lesbians 
and  gay  men  who  won’t  be  in  the 
movement  because  they  can’t  be 
themselves?” 

“Every  time  we  make  a  connec¬ 
tion  between  issues,  we  fear  it  is 
going  to  be  used  against  us,”  says 
Kate.  “In  the  anti-nuke  move¬ 
ment,  people  were  making  the 
connection  to  nuclear  weapons  for 
years.  But  they  said,  ‘Never  make 
that  the  issue,  people  won’t  accept 
it.’  Now  the  opposite  is  said  [by 
people  in  the  disarmament  move¬ 
ment]:  ‘An  attack  on  nuclear 
power  is  too  radical,  too  alienat¬ 
ing,  strategically  stupid.’  They 
were  making  a  mistake  then  and 
they  are  making  it  again  now. 

Attempts  to  appear  “respec¬ 
table”  have  even  exceeded  the 
silencing  of  lesbians  and  gays,  says 
Kate.  The  disarmament  move¬ 
ment  has  become  the  freeze  move¬ 
ment,  and  the  freeze  movement  is 
being  co-opted  by  reactionaries. 
The  (egotistical?)  passion  for 
“respectability”  that  drives  some 
organizers  of  the  national  freeze 
movement  may  soon  neutralize  it. 

“The  grassroots  organizations 
around  the  country  are  more  pro¬ 
gressive,  have  more  women  in  the 
leadership,”  says  Kate.  “But  in 
terms  of  public  attention,  that  is 
very  male-dominated.  The  freeze 
movement  is  fast  becoming  a 
movement  of  ex-military  men. 
William  Colby,  who  as  director  of 
the  CIA  advocated  the  destruction 
of  whole  nations,  is  repeatedly 
quoted  as  favoring  a  nuclear  wea¬ 
pons  freeze.  The  organizers  want 
to  address  the  people’s  fear  of  the 
Russians  by  using  the  most  right- 
wing  person  possible  [to  lend  the 
movement]  more  legitimacy.  This 
sort  of  thing  always  happens  when 
a  movement  becomes  more  suc¬ 
cessful.  We’ve  got  to  keep  the 
movement  making  connec¬ 
tions — nuclear  power  and  wea¬ 
pons  are  symptoms  of  the  under¬ 
lying  problem  of  patriarchy.”

NOTE  TO  PEOPLE  WHO  WRITE  PRIS 
ONERS:  If  you  get  no  response  (rare) 
from  writing  one  of  the  prisoners,  it 
may  be  because  he/she  has  been  mov¬ 
ed  to  another  prison  (and  they  don't 
usually  forward  mail!).  One  of  prisons’ 
main  ways  to  destroy  attempts  by 
prisoners  to  defend  themselves  with 
lawsuits  and  to  form  “unions"  and 
social  support  networks  generally  is  to 
keep  moving  the  “troublemakers"  (the 
type  that  read  GCN,  for  example)  from 
one  prison  to  another.
